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Guard as Component 


of U.S. Army Studied

OR the past several years the Na- 

tional Guard Officers have in their 
annual conventions devoted considerable 
thought and study to improving the po- 
ition of the National Guard of the 

nited States as a component of the 
Army of the United States. 

Many people not thoroughly conver- 
sant with the fact consider the Na- 
tional Guard a component of the Army 
of the United States and it is even 
tnentioned as such, but the fact is that 
the National Guard is only a part of 
the Army of the United States while 
ft is actually in the service of the 
United States. Many of the best of- 
ficers in the National Guard desire that 
the Guard be a part of the Army of 
the United States at all times, in peace 
4s well as in war. A number of 
studies have been made within the past 
few years in an effort to find a way 
to reach a satisfactory solution of this 
problem. For the past three years 
committees made up of officers of the 
National Guard have been giving care- 
ful study to the subject. Such a com- 
mittee reported to the St. Paul Con- 
vention and the matter was carried 
over for further study. Again at Hot 
Springs last year the committee re- 

rt was received and the entire mat- 

again carried over for additional 
study and the President authorized to 
name a new committee for that pur- 
pose. It was this committee, chairman 
of which is Maj. Gen. Benson W. Hough, 
of Ohio, which recently met in Chicago. 
The present committee is composed of 
one officer from each corps area. 

Organized Militia. 

The National Guard as at present 
constituted is nothing more or less than 
the Organized Militia. It is organized 
under the Militia clause of the Constitu- 
tion and in time of peace is commanded 
and controlled by the governors of the 
Several states. It is true the present 
National Guard can be called for Fed- 
eral service by the President, but only 
under the Militia clause of the Constitu- 
tion for three specific purposes: To ex- 
cute the laws of the nation, suppress 
msurrections and repel invasions. 

Under a legal opinion the National 
Guard as such could not be called or 
ordered to duty for World War Serv- 
ice but the individuals had to be drafted 
as individuals, rather than as members 
of certain organizations to which they 
on belonged. To civilians, both en- 
i and commissioned, who have de- 
voted years of time and study to the 
military game as members of National 
Guard organizations and who volun- 
teered their services for the primary 
purpose of being used by the Federal 
Government in case of an emergency, 
the word “drafted” is obnoxious. But

During the World War Gen. Gouraud 
commanded the 4th French Army, of 
which the 42d Division formed a part 
during the second battle of the Marne 
in 1918, 





Motor Infantry Test 
By 34th Starts Aug. 1 


ON AUGUST 1 delivery will have 
been completed to the 34th In- 
fantry at Ft. Eustis of the last of the 
vehicular equipment necessary to com- 
pletely motorize that regiment and for 
the first time in the history of our 
Army a great unit of Infantry will 
move without the aid of a single horse 
or mule. 

It will mark also the beginning of 
at least a year’s experimentation by 
that regiment of the tactical value of 
motorization—an experiment in all 
kinds of weather over all kinds of roads 
and across all kinds of terrain destined 
to prove or disprove whether a regi- 
ment of infantry can successfully op- 
erate without animals. 

Commercial Equipment. 

The equipment, purchased under an 
appropriation of approximately $140,- 
000 which became available last fiscal 
year, is not new or startling. In fact, 
with the exception of a few items al- 
ready in the possession of the army, all 
of the new equipment was purchased 
in the open market from the general 
stock of commercial firms, so that if 
general purchase should be deemed sud- 
denly necessary facilities for manufac- 
turing will not be lacking. 

The equipment, much of which al- 
ready is in the hands of the 34th In- 
fantry, consists of; 

Nineteen trucks, cross country, 144- 
ton, four-wheel-drive. 

Five cars, cross country (commercial 
type). 

Eighteen cars, cross country (com- 
mercial with large tires). 

Nine cars, cross country (with light 
cargo bodies). 

Fifteen trucks, cross country, %-ton 
(four-wheel, two-wheel drive). 

Fifteen trucks, cross country, %-ton 
(6-wheel drive). 

In addition 5 rolling kitchens, 8 
motorcycles and 1 gasoline tank truck 
will be furnished this regiment by the 
Quartermaster Corps. This latter 
equipment is from the stock already in 
the hands of the Quartermaster Corps 
and did not require any additional pur- 
chases. 

Selection of the 34th as the first 
fully motorized infantry regiment in 
the American Army is particularly for- 
tunate as this body has had previous 
experience as a part of the Experimen-

Report on Walter Reed 


N investigation of conditions at Wal- 

ter Reed General Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C., conducted under the di- 
rection of Maj. Gen. W. C. Rivers, in- 
spector general, has shown that crit- 
icism of the mess at the army hospital 
was justified, Senator David A. Reed, 
of Pennsylvania, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, an- 
nounced July 4. 

The investigation followed reperts to 
Senator Reed that conditions at the 
hospital were bad. The Seyator brought 
the reports to the attention of Sur- 
geon Genera] M. W. Ireland. Subse- 
quently a thorough investigation by the 
Inspector General’s Department was 
ordered by Secretary of War Good. 

Secretary Good’s letter to Senator 
Reed, made public by the Senator on 
July 4, follows: 

“The investigation into unsatisfac- 
tory conditions at Walter Reed Gen- 
eral Hospital which has been reported 
to you by patients at that hospital and 
which you embodied in a letter to the 
Surgeon General under date of April 
29, 1929, which he referred to the War 
Department for appropriate action, has 
been completed, 

“These conditions reported unsatis- 
factory may be listed as follows: 

“a, That the food served them is in- 
sufficient. 

“b. That the food is of poor quality, 
monotonous and poorly pre

Navy Clarifies Aim 
Of Alnav Message

MPLIFYING its ALNAV message 
of May 8 ordering a cessation of all 

legislative activities by any group of 
officers, the Navy Department on July 
8 issued a statement in response to 
numerous inquiries as to the scope of 
the orders. 

That it does not apply to any par- 
ticular group is made plain by depart- 
mental officials. Immediately follow- 
ing the issuance of the original order, 
Joseph P. Carey, representing the in- 
terests of the former temporary offi- 
cers group of commissioned officers, 
took up the cudgels in a letter to the 
Secretary of the Navy. Comments on 
this letter by officials specifically say 
that the order was not aimed at this 
or any other individual group but was 
intended to serve as a warning to the 
entire naval service that group or in- 
dividual activities intended to influence 
legislation by the employment of 
special representatives would not be 
tolerated. 

In its subsequent statement the de- 
partment states clearly that no dis- 
ciplinary action is contemplated for 
past “offenses” but makes it emphatic 
that the practice is disapproved and 
will not be tolerated in the future. 

The statement, approved by Secre- 
tary Adams, is as follows: 

Secretary’s Statement 
“For some time the Department has 

been aware that certain groups of of- 
ficers were maintaining, either col- 
lectively or individually, attorneys as 
their representatives in matters before 
the Navy Department. While this prac- 
tice is objectionable, since the Depart- 
ment prefers to deal directly with the 
officers and men of the Naval Service 
rather than with their civilian repre- 
sentatives, yet it is not specifically pro- 
hibited by the Naval Regulations. 

“Recently, however, it has become 
apparent that the activities of these 
representatives on behalf of their of- 
ficer clients had been or were being 
extended to include efforts to influence 
legislation in their favor. Such activi- 
ties, in so far as authority therefor is 
granted by the officer clients, are defi- 
nitely forbidden by Articles ninety-two

Fiske Victor in Suit 


HOLDING that “the right of an of- 
ficer in the Navy or the Army to 
take out a patent of this class has 
been recognized by the Supreme Court 
of the United States and is no longer 
open to question,” Justice Wendell P. 
Stafford, of the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court, on July 2 handed down 
a decision awarding Rear Admiral 
Bradley A. Fiske, retired, a judgment 
for $198,500 for alleged infringement 
of the Fiske patent for torpedo planes. 
While the suit was filed against for- 
mer Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, 
Rear Admiral Charles B. McVay, Jr., 
Rear Admiral William A. Moffett and 
Capt. Claude C. Bloch, Admiral Fiske 
chose to enter nonsuit as to all except 
Admiral Moffett. The law suit when 
filed asked for $250,000 damages. 


The trial began May 13 and lasted 
until May 21, when counsel were given 
time to submit briefs. The govern- 
ment was represented by District At- 
torney Leo Rover and H. C. Workman, 
while Admiral Fiske was represented 
by Ernest Wilkinson, a former naval 
officer, and R. J. Mawhinney. Admiral 
Moffett noted an appeal to the Court 
of Appeals. 

At the trial stipulations were filed 
as to the testimony of Secretary Wil- 
bur and Admiral Moffett, but Admiral 
MeVay testified, as did also Admiral 
Earle, former chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, and now president of Woos-

Support in Congress 


Is Seen for Pay Raise. 


Wits the work of the sub-commit- 

tee of the Joint Army and Navy 
Pay Board virtually completed, a full 
session of the board will be called next 
week, probably on July 10 for final ac- 
tion on the proposed compromise re- 
port. 

Save for minor details the sub-com- 
mittee has drafted a report carrying 
out the agreement reached by the 
board, under which recommendations 
will be submitted that carry a complete 
pay schedule and a draft of the neces- 
sary legislation. 

From all indications the findings of 
the board will have the unanimous ap- 
proval of the representatives of the 
various services and will have a con- 
sequently strong effect when presented 
to the Joint Congressional committee 
when it is created and begins its work 
next fall. The report obviously will 
not measure up fully to the views held 
either in the Army or the Navy as it 
was necessary for both sides to make 
marked concessions in order to reack 
an agreement. 


Compromise Reached 


For weeks this seemed possible and 
at one time the board was ready to 
abandon all hope of a satisfactory 
schedule and to confine its report mere- 
ly to the necessity for a revision of 
service pay. Proposals and counter 
proposals were advanced and eventual- 
ly a comprqmise was reached. Conces- 
sions made by the Navy in the lower 
grades, it being understood that the 
Army principle of pay for length of 
service wes conceded up to the rank of 
major, Wee ‘offset. by the Army’s yield- 
ing ground and approving the Navy’s 
stand for pay based on rank and re- 
sponsibility in the higher grades. 

On the face of it the necessity for 
“getting together” was apparent. 
Chairman James voiced the opinions of 
other influential members of Congress 
when he demanded that the board find 
some mutual ground and submit a bill 
that would apply equally to the differ- 
ent branches. While the board’s report 
may not meet with entire approval of 
the Army or Navy, such a unanimous 
report offers the only hope for reme- 
dial action by Congress. 


Action Is Foreseen 

In the event of the board unanimous- 
ly presenting a report that offers a 
basis for new legisiation, possibility of 
Congressional action is much stronger 
than it was at the last session. Chair- 
man James has promised to push the 
committee investigation and Senator 
Reed and other influential members of 
House and Senate have announced their 
interest in the investigation and are 
committeed to action that will correct 
the existing inequalities. 

The board can make a strong case 
for the need for an increase in pay as 
well as the need for changing unfair 
existing conditions. While the present 
law has been in existence for less than 
a decade, actually the pay today is far 
below that of the 1908 schedule when 
the diminishing purchasing power of 
the dollar is taken into consideration. 


Two Fields Offered A. C. 


THE Secretary of War has received 
an offer from the city of Alameda, 
Calif., to provide the Army Air Corps 
with 311 acres of land in that city as 
a site for a West Coast Air Depot. 
The offer is subject, however, to the 
approval of the voters of the city. 

He also has received an offer from 
the Supervisors of Marin County, 
Calif., to provide over 700 acres of land 
as a location for a tacticai group. 

In view of the fact that the estab- 
lishment of an air depot and a tactical 
group in the San Francisco Bay Dis- 
trict has been under consideration by 
the War Department for two years, 
these offers are of interest. 
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Poincare Can Ratify Mellon-Berenger Pact Says Press 





"THE BLAME for the delay by France in ratifying the Mellon-Berenger pact 

which would, under the terms of a resolution passed by , defer pay- 
ment of the $400,000,000 war stocks debt to the United States, until next May, 
is placed by several newspapers upon Premier Poincare. These papers say that 
the Premier could, by decree, ratify the pact in the event that the Chamber of 
Deputies continue to refuse to. It is pointed out by the press that French ef- 
forts to postpone the payment of this debt through appeals to President Hoover 
can be of no avail inasmuch as the President is powerless to act, the responsi- 
bility lying with Congress. 


HE New York World (Independent Democratic) thinks: “Members of the 
French Chamber of Deputies now appear to be repenting at leisure their 
hasty appeal for a delay in the payment of the post-war debt of $400,000,000 
due the United States on Aug. 1. The attempt of some of the Deputies to play 
politics with the debt question * * * brought an unexpected emotional outburst 
which seems momentarily to have swept even Premier Poincare off his feet. At 
the height of the excitement the Chamber exacted from the Premier to ask the 
American Government for an unconditional extension of this debt until Dec. 31. 
This request was duly presented through Ambassador Claudel at Washington 
* * * and it was politely refused on the ground that the President had no au- 
thority to comply. In its sober second thought the French Government now 
realizes that it has blundered into a position not free from embarrassment nor 
compatible with its dignity.” 


THE New York Times (Independent Democratic) notes: “ * * * M. Poincare 

has repeatedly and forcibly urged ratification of the Mellon-Berenger pact; 
but, as an alternative to what seemed a possible hopeless effort, he lately pro- 
duced the opinions of some eminent French constitutional lawyers that, in de- 
fault of ratification by parliamentary vote, ratification by government decree 
would be wholly lawful. On the face of things, therefore, it may be reasonably 
ex that the war debt will in due course be funded under the terms of 
1926, including the $407,341,145 obligation for war supplies. Whether this was 
for France the best way to dispose of that particular debt is perhaps a matter 
of opinion. France has both a large surplus in the Treasury and foreign credit 
balances greatly exceeding the sum which would have to be transferred against 
the maturing obligation. Payment in cash would have at least an ‘eloquent’ ges- 
ture. On the other hand, the French market is disposed, in the present un- 
settled state of international exchanges, to conserve its foreign credits. * * * ” 


‘THE Providence Journal (Independent), avers: “ * * * Considering the cir- 
cumstances, particularly the successful conclusion of the experts’ conference 
and the brief time between now and August for ratification of the Young plan 
by the various governments concerned, the American Government may very well 
extend for a few months, if necessary, the final date for payment of the $400,- 
000,000. For by so doing, the original purpose of both the American and French 
representatives on the joint commission, which framed the Mellon-Berenger 
agreement covering France’s major war debt to us, to merge the smaller debt 
with larger will be accomplished. Such consolidation, it will be recalled, was 
made contingent on ratification of the Mellon-Berenger agreement before the 


THE Washington Post (Independent), asserts: “Premier Poincare, of France, 
holds in the palm of his hand the power to end the threatened crisis ever 
payment of the $400,000,000 American war-stocks bill. If the French politicians 
balk at ratifying the Mellon-Berenger debt agreement, Poincare can ratify it by 
decree. He has the powér and the courage to act if he chooses to do so. * * * 
Poincare knows that there is no hope of persuading President Hoover to post- 
the payment of the $400,000,000 was stocks debt. He knows that Mr. 
Hoover has no legal power to do so without the consent of Congress. * * * If 
the French chamber, under such circumstances, will not act and spare France 
the need of parting with huge sums, Poincare may act on his own initiative, 
Unless he goes down within the next few days under the onslaughts of the 
politicians, the Mellon-Berenger agreement will be ratified.” 


‘THE Washington Star (Independent), believes: “ * * * The French politicians 
who are making a party football out of the debt situation know that with 
Congress in recess Washington is powerless to extend the period of payment for 
the war stocks. Senate and House alone can alter the terms of our funding 
settlements with foreign governments. Under the circumstances, if the French 
insist on withholding ratification of the Mellon-Berenger pact and fail besides 
to turn over the $407,000,000 due four weeks hence, they will stand before the 
world as defaulters. * * * Meantime, one may be assured, Americans like Pres- 
ident Hoover, who have had recent experiences with the eccentricities of con- 
gressional genius, cherish the utmost sympathy for the French government.” 


THE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent), says: “In the hours just be- 

fore recess was taken, Congress passed the important resolution granting the 
French government nine months’ grace on the war supplies note of $400,000,000 
due August 1. This favor was conditioned upon French ratification of the 
Mellon-Berenger war-debt agreement by that date. Thus once more that $400,- 
000,000 obligation plays its key role in the settlement of the $400,000,000 war 
account. * * * The Senate, desiring to demonstrate that the United States isn’t 
playing the part of a hard-fisted creditor, passed a separate resolution pointing 
out tht the debt agreement, in effect, amounts to cancellation of the whole 
$400,000,000 principal and the payment of interest at the rate of 2.17 per cent 
over sixty-two years. This hardly puts America in the Shylock class. For these 
favors nothing resembling a thank-you is to be expected from France. The 
French have never believed that they ought to pay a penny on these borrowings 
and continue in the conviction that 40,000,000 Frenchmen can’t be wrong. * * * ” 


THE Chicago Journal (Democratic), comments: “Advocates of cancellation in 

France oppose ratification of the Mellon-Berenger Treaty, and the govern- 
ment has been unable to put in force the agreement duly signed by its ambassa- 
dor in 1926. In the circumstances, the postponement of the $400,000,000 debt 
funding probably was justified. By no means does it release France from the 
obligation of paying eventually, either by incorporating the amount in the gen- 
eral debt or by payment outright by May 1, 1930. But France, no doubt, will 
seek further delays and new parleys as the time for payment of real money on 
the American debt approaches. Her unwillingness to accept the largess of the 
United States is in strange contrast with grotesque charges that her American 





creditor is a mercenary money lender.”

(Continued from First Page) 
for the fact that the draft of the Na- 
tional Guard for World War Service in- 
cluded the directive that officers and 
enlisted men would continue to function 
in their respective capacities, each per- 
son so drafted would not have been 
considered in connection with his or- 
ganization but as an individual only. 

Federal Commission Needed. 

In addition to the above, it is not 
generally understood why National 
Guard Officers must also be Reserve 
Officers. The reason is that the Judge 
Advocate General of the Army has 
ruled that an officer of the National 
Guard in order to function with his unit 
in the Federal service must hold a Fed- 
eral commission and the only Federal 
commission provided for in the Na- 
tional Defense Act other than a Regular 
Army commission is in the Officers 
Reserve Corps. 

It is for the purpose of overcoming 
the above deficiencies that the commit- 
tee of National Guard Officers is mak- 
ing its study of the subject. It is be- 
lieved that a satisfactory solution can 
be found. 

A joint committee composed of Na- 
tional Guard Officers and Regular Of- 
ficers headed by Gen. McPherren, of 
Oklahoma, studied this subject about 
eighteen months ago and to this com- 
mittee belongs the credit for approach- 
ing the subject from a new angle, that 
of making the National Guard a reserve 
domponent of the Army under the 

rmy clause of the Constitution in a 
manner similar to the Organized Re- 
serves. While the McPherren study is 
undoubtedly a solution of the problem 
which was presented to that commit- 
tee, it is doubtful if the National Guard 
throughout the country will accept the 
solution proposed because of the dan- 
ger of additional Federal control in 
time of peace under the plan proposed. 

It is believed that the control, ad- 
ministration and training, of the Na- 
tional Guard should remain in the 
hands of the governors of the several 
states in time of peace and under the 
Militia clause, but that by amending 
several of the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act the individuals who 
compose the National Guard of the sev- 
eral states can be enrolled in a Federal 
reserve force, which force can and 
should be ordered by units (not

ter Polytechnic Institute. Admiral 
Fiske also testified in his own behalf. 

During the three years the suit was 
pending it was contested vigorously by 
the Department of Justice, which de- 
nied that the court had any jurisdic- 
tion, claimed that the government had 
the right to use the inventions of its 
officers without compensation, urged 
that the patent was invalid, and al- 
leged that there was no infringement, 
all of which contentions were adverse- 
ly decided in the judgment. 

The text of Justice Stafford’s deci- 
sion follows: 

“There is an action on the case under 
R. S. 4919 for infringement of a pat- 
ent. The case was tried to the court 
under a stipulation of the parties waiv- 
ing a jury trial and submitting all 
questions of law and fact to the court. 

“All averments of fact in the dec- 
laration unless hereinafter qualified 
are found established by the evidence. 
The stipulations of the parties filed 
herein are to be taken as determinative 
of the matters of fact therein stated 
and such matters of fact will not be 
repeated herein. 

Patent Is Valid 

“The court finds and holds that said 
patent is valid as to claims one, two 
and three, the only ones here urged. 

“The court finds and holds that the 
patent is for a pioneer invention and 
therefore entitled to a liberal construc- 
tion. 

“The court finds and holds that claim 
three is infringed by the construction 
shown in plaintiff’s exhibit ‘L’ and de- 
fendants’ exhibit ‘D-12.’ 

“The court finds and holds that the 
defendants’ construction as disclosed in 
said two exhibits is capable of use, was 
intended to be used, and was used in 
carrying out the method defined in 
claims one and two of the patent and 
therefore that such construction and 
use was an infringement of claims one 
and two. 

“The court finds and holds that the 
defendants herein were the Govern- 
ment officers responsible for the manu- 
facture and use on behalf of the gov- 
ernment of the infringing apparatus. 

“The court finds and holds that the 
defendants by authorizing and order-

ing the manufacture and use of the in- 
fringing articles made use of private 
property, to wit, said invention as cov- 
ered by claims one, two and three of 
the patent for public use without com- 
pensation to the plaintiff. 

“The court finds and holds that de- 
fendant Moffett was thus responsible 
for the period from July 25, 1921, to 
the commencement of this action; that 
the other defendants were responsible 
jointly with him for other periods in- 
cluded within that period. In this sit- 
uation the plaintiff has elected to enter 
a voluntary nonsuit as to all the de- 
fendants except the defendant Moffett 
and the same will be entered in the 
minutes of the court. 

“The court finds and holds that for 
such infringement the defendant Mof- 
fett is liable to the plaintiff for the 
amount of damages sustained by him 
and that in the circumstances the only 
practical measure of damages is a fair 
and reasonable royalty such as the court 
finds the United States would have 
been willing to pay and would have 
paid the plaintiff had it not been for 
the wrongful acts of the defendant 
complained of. The United States was 
the only possible purchaser and the 
plaintiff was deprived of the oppor- 
tunity and right to sell his property, 
or the use thereof, to the United States 
by the wrongful acts of the defendant 
in appropriating those rights to the use 
of the United States without the plain- 
tiff’s permission and without compen- 
sation to him. 

“The plaintiff claims a royalty of 
$500 upon each torpedoplane used by 
the United States during the period 
aforesaid. Such a royalty amounts to 
a little over two and one-half per cen- 
tum of the total cost of such torpedo- 
planes. The number of planes used as 
aforesaid during the period stated is 397 
and their aggregate cost is $7,396,400. 
In all the circumstances it is considered 
that the royalty is a fair one and it is 
found that the amount thus reached, to 
wit, $198,500, is the true amount of the 
plaintiff’s damages. 

Has Right To Patent 

“The right of an officer in the Navy 
or the Army to take out a patent of 
this class has been recognized by the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
and is no longer open to question. See 
United States vs. Burns, 12 Wall. 246; 
James vs. Campbell, 104 U. S. 356. Va- 
lidity and infringement being estab- 
lished the plaintiff as owner of the pat- 
ent had a right of action under R. S. 
4919 for his damages. This right of 
action he had against the defendant as 
a wrongdoer, personally and individu- 





ally, notwithstanding the fact that his 
acts of infringement were performed 





by him merely as an official of the 
United States and without any profit 
to himself. See United States vs. Lee, 
106 U. S. 196; Crozier vs. Krupp, 224 
U. S. 290; Cramp vs. Curtis Turbine 
Co., 246 U. S. 28. Such right of action 
was not taken away by the Act of 1910. 
This Act was passed, as the title de- 
clares, for the purpose of enlarging not 
for the purpose of restricting the 
rights and remedies of patentees. The 
concluding proviso of the Act excluded 
such persons as the plaintiff from the 
benefit of its provisions, but it did not 
affect at all his already existing right 
under R. L. 4919. Cramp vs. Curtis 
Turbine Co., 246 U. S. 28, 40, 41; 
Crozier vs. Krupp, 324 U. S. 290. 
Additional Findings 

“At the request of the defendant the 
court makes the following additional 
findings: 

“Plaintiff, for long prior to, and also 
at, the time he made the alleged inven- 
tion of his said patent was an officer 
of the United States Navy, having 
graduated from the Naval Academy in 
1874 (Rec. P. 40) and since then has 
risen through the various grades of 
commissioned officers to the rank of 
Rear Admiral (Rec. P. 90) and is now 
on the retired list. 

“At and prior to the time plaintiff 
filed his said application for the patent 
he was a Rear Admiral! or Divisional 
Commander in active service (Rec. P. 
47, 67, and letter to the Judge Advo- 
cate General, D’s. Ex. D-1). 

“In 1900 plaintiff was ordered to 
duty at the works of the E. W. Bliss 
Company, in Brooklyn, N. Y., as the 
Government’s Inspector of Ordnance, 
inspecting and testing torpedoes, where 
he acquired all the knowledge of tor- 
pedoes extant in this country, and he 
retained that knowledge and experi- 
ence until the time he applied for his 
said patent (Rec. p. 41). 

“At the date ot plaintiff’s alleged in- 
vention and at the dates of his appli- 
cation for and the grant of his patent 
in suit, aeroplanes were very flimsy 
and purely experimental contrivances 
Rec. (pp. 98-99, D’s, Ex. D-1). At said 
dates plaintiff had never seen a sea- 
plane and only an exhibition flight of 
one or two aeroplanes (Rec. p. 98). In 
1912 aeroplanes were too flimsy to 
carry the weight of the torpedo. It was 
quite a phenomenon or feat for an air- 
plane of any sort to get off the ground 
even with one or two passengers; it 
was very light and would not carry 
but a small weight. (PItff. testy. Rec. 
p- 100). 

“At the date of the patent no aerc-

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Would Improve Child Bill 


HE text of the letter sent by Secre- 
tary of War Good requesting the in- 
troduction of a bill “to define the terms 
‘child’ and ‘children’” follows: 

“It is requested. that the enclosed 
draft of a bill be introduced and en- 
acted into law. 

“The title is ‘A bill to amend an act 
entitled An act to define the terms 
child and children as used in the acts 
of May 18, 1920 and June 10, 1922,” 
approved February 21, 1929. 

“The present law reads as follows: 

“*That the words child and children 
as used in section 12 of the act of May 
18, 1920 (Forty-first statutes, page 
604), and in section 4 of the act ap- 
proved June 10, 1922 (Forty-second 
statutes, page 631), as amended by the 
act approved June 1, 1926 (Forty- 
fourth statutes, page 680), shall be 
held to include, legitimate children, 
stepchildren, and adopted children, or 
adopted children are in fact dependent 
upon the person claiming dependency 
allowance (Public No. 701, 70th Con- 
gress, approved February 21, 1929). 

“Under date of November 22, 1927, 
the Comptroller General ruled that the 
provisions of the acts of May 18, 1920 
and June 10, 1922, providing certain al- 
lowances for dependent children of of- 
ficers of the services embraced in the 
Joint Pay Readjustment act are lim- 
ited to legitimate natural children only, 
and do not apply to legally adopted 
children, including step-children 
adopted, 

“In order to insure the provision of 
dependency allowances for legally 
adopted children, including step-chil- 
dren adopted, the War Department in- 
troduced a bill (H. R. 12449) March 26, 
1929, identical with Public No. 791, 
quoted above, except that in the War 
Department Bill the defining clauses 
read as follows: 

“* * * shall be held to include leg- 
itimate natural children, stepchildren 
and adopted children. 

“This bill was passed by the House 
May 16, 1928, after striking out the 
word ‘step-children.’ The Senate Com- 
mittee restored ‘step-children’ to the 
bill, but added the following clause: 
‘where such legitimate children, step- 
children or adopted children are in fact 
dependent upon the person claiming de- 
pendency.’ As thus amended the bill 
was enacted and was approved Feb- 
ruary 2, 1929. 

“Basing his action on the Act of 
February 21, 1929, the Comptroller 
General in a letter to the Secretary of 
the Navy (A-26492, March 28, 1929, 
copy enclosed) furnished a copy of the 
regulations under which his office will 
approve disbursements to officers 
claiming dependency of children. All 
of the above named categories of chil- 
dren are included in the certificate for 
whom dependency must be established 
by the officer claiming dependency al- 
lowances. It will be observed that the 
certificate requirements covering the 
several situations are not only very ex- 
acting, but by the terms of the first 
certificate an officer who has deposited 
any sum, however small, to the credit 
of and in the name of one of his minor 
legitimate natural children, cannot 
— a dependency allowance for that 
child. 


“Changes in existing law effected by 
the proposed legislation are limited to 
the simplification of its operation by 
not requiring proof of the dependency 
of minor legitimate natural children in 
order to draw authorized dependency 
allowances for them. 

“Under section 4, act of June 10, 
1922, the wife and children are pre- 
sumed to be ‘Dependent’ without proof 
of dependency. Section 4 of that act 


ing: 
_ “That the term dependent’ as used 
in the succeeding sections of this act 
shall include at all times and in all 
places a lawful wife and unmarried 
children under twdnty-one years of 
age. It shall also include the mother 
of the officer provided she is in fact 
dependent on him for her chief sup- 


“The natural duty of the father to 
support his own legitimate minor chil- 
dren is a universally accepted obliga- 
tion among all civilized peoples. Their 
dependency is therefore presumed. 

“The present law (Public No. 791, 
70th Congress, approved February 21, 
1929) as interpreted by the Comptroller 
General, places an unwarranted burden 
of proof on the father in the cases of 
his legitimate natural children. Its 
continuation will, without question, 
seriously affect the morale of the Army. 

“The proposed legislation does not 
eliminate proof of dependency for step- 
children and adopted children. It is 
the opinion of the War Department 
that their dependency should be es- 
tablished in order to prevent possible

WHEREAS various leading indus- 
trial concerns of nation-wide reputa- 
tion have been interested and have ten- 
dered their support in the matter of 
Educational Orders, which support has 
been obtained by said Committee for 
the purpose of ensuring necessary in- 
dustrial mobilization and preparedness 
in case of war, a 

WHEREAS during the inception, for- 
mation and the functioning of said 
Committee during said period of years, 
Col. Walter C. Cole has been the lead- 
ing spirit, organizer and the Chairman 
thereof, has planned the structure of 
said Committee, outlined the work 
thereof, determined its policies, has 
aided, suported and encouraged its 
members in the performance of their

3rd Infantry Marches 


COMPLETING a two weeks practice 
march: and camp on the shores of 
Lake Mille Lacs, the animal transpor- 
tation of the 3rd Infantry arrived at 
Ft. Snelling July 1. The main body 
of soldiers finished the hike on June 
29 and were in the garrison by 10:00 
a. m. On the trip north the troops 
were ferried by trucks to Zimmerman, 
Minn., and from there made a 56-mile 
hike to Bay View, where a permanent 
camp had been pitched by an advance 
party. Three bivouac camps were made 
on the way. During the march the 600 
troops were organized as a war 
strength battalion, marching as a 
“Blue” army to prevent the junction 
of two mythical “Red” columns seeking 
to join forces at Lake Mille Lacs. 

With two naval reserve and one 
Minnesota National Guard airplanes to 
act as scouts, the “Blue” army marched 
north and attained their first objectives 
at Milaca and severed the Great North- 
ern Railway and State Highway No. 
23. The second objective was reached 
on the fourth day when the army seized 
and held the Soo Line Railway at 
Onamia. 

The third objective was attained 
when camp was made at Bay View on 
Lake Mille Lacs @nd then followed 
four days of rest. No maneuvers were 
held during the camp and only a small 
guard was posted, so that everyone 
was given an opportunity to enjoy sport 
and recreation. Mille Lacs, the second 
largest lake in Minnesota, is famous 
for its northern pike, bass and wall eye 
pike and fishermen among the troops 
found a veritable paradise. Boating 
and swimming also claimed their share 
of attention. 

Camp was broken on June 26 and the 
return march begun. Coming back 
“jump” system of marching was used 
with trucks carrying part of the troops 
half of the day’s journey, unloading 
them to finish by hiking and then pick- 
ing up the remainder of the troops 
and ferrying them into camp. Three 
days of hiking covered 45 miles and 
the troops reached Princeton, where 
after an overnight camp they were 
picked up by trucks for the final stage 
to Ft. Snelling. 

The hike and maneuver completed 
the largest movement of troops of the 
8rd Infantry since the “Old Guard” 
came to Ft. Snelling from Camp Sher- 
man, Ohio, in 1921. It was the first 
time that regular army troops had 
entered northern Minnesota since an 
Indian uprising following the Spanish- 
American War and the people along 
the march and near the camp proved 
their hospitality with a hearty welcome 
and nightly entertainment for the 
doughboys. Refreshed and tanned by 
the trip, the troops returned to Ft. 
Snelling ready to enter the summer’s 
work of supervising the summer camps 
and training.

To Test Semi-automatics 


E board of officers, convened by 
the War Department to conduct 
tests of new type semi-automatic rifles 
met in Washington this week.

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NAVY PERSONNEL CONDITIONS GOOD, SAYS LEIGH. 
ERSONNEL conditions in the shore establishments on the West Coast and 
throughout the interior of the country are “very satisfactory,” according to 

Rear Admiral R. H. Leigh, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation who has just 
returned from an extended tour of inspection. 

On this trip the admiral visited the West Coast Yards, the San Diego and 
Great Lakes Naval Training stations, a great majority of the western recruit- 
ing stations, Hydrographic branch offices and R. O. T. C. camps. 

Declaring the type of recruit to be the highest in the Navy’s history and “con- 
stantly improving, the admiral found a great preponderance of high school boys 
among the new men and that virtually every recruiting station had a long 
waiting list. In most instances the monthly quota could be filled the first two 
days but extreme care was being taken in the selection of the new men. He 
found that approximately one out of every geven candidates was accepted 


during the past month. 

With reference to the two Training Stations visited he said they were “do- 
ing splendid work” and expressed his appreciation of the enthusiasm and in- 
terest shown by the officers in charge. 


APPOINT RETIRED OFFICERS A. AND U. S. N. A. INSTRUCTORS. 
Two RETIRED naval line officers, Lt. (jg) Allen B. Cook, of Norfolk, Va., 

and Ensign William H. Sewell of Front Royal, Va., will be sworn in some 
time this month and assigned to duty as professors at the U. S. Naval Academy 
by the superintendent. . ‘ 

This marks a radical departure in policy it being the first time that retired 
officers have been made civilian instructors. Though there is no law prohibiting 
such employment of retired officers the department’s policy has been opposed 
to it in the past. :

Both are graduates of the Academy and both were retired for 
physical disability. They have been doing instructional work since their retire- 
ment and won their way to the appointment by leading the field in the regular 
competitive examination all the candidates participated in. 


SENATOR BINGHAM GIVES OWN TEST TO CANDIDATES. 
GEN ATOR HIRAM BINGHAM, of Connecticut, has worked out a novel method 
of conducting a personal examination of the youths he nominates for the 
United States Military and Naval Academies. 

The Senator hopes to reduce to a minimum the disappointment of boys who 
cannot graduate and to bring out those applicants who appear to be better 
qualified as officers than the others. 

First he has the youth take a physical examination at his home then he 
follows this with a civil service examination. A sort of personality test is then 
given with a view to determine the boys’ ability to command. All who success- 
fully pass these tests are called into his office where a committee of five veterans 
of the Army and Navy rate the boys individually. Each officer keeps a separate 
score card and later in the day the boys are called back for a second inter- 
view when the “board” picks the winners.

“General Hammond” Secretary Good said in a statement, “has performed 
the duties of his office in a highly commendable manner. During his admini- 
stration the National Guard has made decided progress as regards organization, 
training and esprit. 

“As yet decision has not been made upon a successor to General Hammond. 
Upon the termination of his detail I desire to reaffirm my previous announce- 
ment of strict adherence to the policy of rotation in office which is to the best 
interest to the service. This policy has been approved by the President. Con- 
sistent adherence to such a rule does not involve any reflection upon the service 
of officers who, like General Hammond, have performed their duties with dis- 
tinction. 

“The National Defense Act provides that the Chiefs of the Militia Bureau 
shall be selected from lists composed of the recommendations of Governors from 
National Guard officers of prescribed qualifications. I construe that the intent 
of such provision was to limit the recommendation of each Governor, as far as 
practicable, to the National Guard officers of his respective state or territory.”

ARMY TENTS FOR BOY SCOUTs. 
UNDER THE Act of Congress approved May 28, 1929, the 1600 Boy Scouts 
from the United States who are to attend the World Jamboree of the Boy 
Scouts, to be held at Birkenhead, England, in the months of July and August, 
1929, will be sheltered in Army tentage, sleep on Army cots and under Army 
— Fifty thousand Boy Scouts from all over the world will attend this 
affair. 

The above mentioned equipment will be turned over to the Boy Scouts or- 
ganization at New York and will be shipped from there on July 7 to England, 
and an advance detachment will have it ready for the Scouts’ company when 
they arrive. 

War Department officials recall the service that the Boy Scouts rendered 
during the World War. Among some of their accomplishments were the fol- 
lowing: The sale of $52,000,000 worth of War Savings Stamps; the posting of 
1,000,000 Liberty Loan posters; the survey from Maine to the Gulf of Mexico 
of the number of trucks and automobiles and the condition of bridges and roads; 
a timber survey made by the Boy Scouts and the location of 16,000,000 feet of 
black walnut lumber for making gun stocks, etc. It was further stated that in 
connection with the gathering of peach pits for use in the manufacture of gas 
masks the Boy Scouts were quite active, as well as in the planting and cultiva- 
tion of vegetables of all sorts to increase the food supply during the World War. 
Further, that one out of every 21 Liberty Bonds sold was either bought by Boy 
Scout organizations or sold through their efforts, and that at the present time 
60 per cent of the cadets at the Military Academy at West Point and at the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis are former Boy Scouts.

SHORTHAND EXPERIMENTS. 


n experiment was recently conduct- 
in ion Diego in connection with the 
Shorthand School for Yeomen. During 
the winter cruise 20 men who were 
either yeomen or strikers for yeomen 
were assigned to this class. Most of 
these had had no shorthand instruction 
previously. None of them had complet- 
ed the course furnished by the Bureau. 
Seventeen of these 20 completed the 
course in ten weeks with a speed of 80 
words per minute. 

A later class, about half of whom 
had completed the Bureau course and 
the remainder had completed ten or 
twelve lessons of the course, produced 
out of eleven men, nine capable of a 
speed of 100 or more words per min- 
ute, and the remaining two at 94 words 
per minute. While these results reflect 
credit on the school, they indicate very 
clearly the desirability of careful ob- 
servance of the Bureau’s requirements 
in regard to admission to this school, 
which are that at least ten lessons of 
the Bureau’s course shall have been 
completed prior to entry.

SYSTEM OF TRAINING TRIED. 

WHiLe the Detroit was on duty as 

flagship in European waters, the 
Bulletin of the Bureau of Navigation 
reports, she seized the opportunity to 
organize and get going a very effective 
system for the training of enlisted men. 
A memorandum recently received from 
the Detroit gives as the purpose of 
their training system to insure: first, 
efficient performance of duty assigned; 
second, advancement when opportunity 
offers. The following interesting quota- 
tion from the Harvard Business Review 
is included in this memorandum: 

“1. To provide that enthusiasm and 
promotive quality which spreads inter- 
est in training throughout the organi- 
zation and creates desire and willing- 
ness on the part of every supervisor 
to take part in the training process. 

“2. To help to prepare the instruc- 
tional outlines to be used by the su. 
pervisors in training of their workers. 
One says ‘help’ advisedly because it 
may be easily recognized that when the 
supervisors themselves have prepared 
the instructional outlines with the help 
of an educational department, they are 
much more likely to take an interest 
in the training program and to feel a 
definite responsibility for making it 
actually effective. 

“3. To prepare, improve and con- 
stantly revise the procedure for carry- 
ing out the training program, thus fa- 
cilitating the work of the supervisor. 

“4. To take a very active part in 
training the supervisor to train. 











Byrd Makes Report 


(COMMANDER RICHARD E. BYRD, 
U. S. N., retd., has made the fol- 
lowing report to the Secretary of the 
Navy of newly discovered area in the 
Antarctic: 

On January 27, 1929, in the plane 
“Stars and Stripes” the Rockefeller 
range of mountains was discovered. 

On February 18, 1929, an aerial sur- 
vey of this range was made by Capt. 
A. C. McKinley. 

On March 7, 1929, Geologist L. M. 
Gould landed in the plane “Virginia” at 
the base of one of the southern moun- 
tains of the range for the purpose of 
geological investigation and geographi- 
cal location of several mountains to 
form base points to make the aerial 
survey less inaccurate. And so for the 
first time aviation has discovered a new 
land, surveyed it and landed on it for 
scientific investigation. 

These mountains consist of a group 
of scattered, low-lying snow-swathed 
peaks and ridges. They are irregularly 
arranged in an are beginning in Lati- 
tude 78 degrees, 14 minutes, south, and 
Longitude 155 degrees, 18 minutes, 
west, on the southeast, curving thence 
toward the east as far as Longitude 153 
degrees, 25 minutes, west, and thence 
northward, where they terminate in 
Latitude 77 degrees 47 minutes, west. 
The are reaches its greatest width in 
Longitude 154 degrees. In this part of 
the group are also found the most 
prominent mountain masses. 

There are some 40 peaks and ridges 
only half of which exhibit patches of 
bare rock. In photographs taken from 
the westward from altitude 6,000 feet, 
20 insignificant. patches of bare rock 
can be seen in addition to the bare 
peaks. These rocks appear to be strug- 
gling to keep their heads above the 
snow. The highest peaks and ridges are 
heavily flanked with snow. The remain- 
ing peaks, if one may call them such, 
appear as protuberances or bulges in 
the snow surface. The valleys are part- 
ly filled with snow and ice, so that 
from a plane the mountains do not ap- 
pear rugged or imposing. Far more 
bare rock, however, is visible than we 
saw in the Alexandra Mountains. The 
lowest of the protuberances is about 
500 feet, while the highest peak is 
2,075 feet above sea level. The strong 
winds in this area appear to be north- 
erly, as the bare rock of the peaks is 
generally on the northern side. The 
seme is true of the Alexandra Moun- 
tains, 

ine snow terrain about the mountain 
is from 300 to 400 feet above sea level, 
and except for its surface near the 
mountains is composed of the same pe- 
culiar snow as the typical Ross Bar- 
rier about the Bay of Whales. Adja- 
cent to the mountains, and especiall 
those which have the largest sauk 
masses, considerable melting of the 
snow takes place during the summer 
months. As a result in many places 
the lower mountain slopes are encased 
within a thin rind of white to blue ice. 
Slightly further removed from the 
mountains the snow seems to thaw to 
a slushy mass, which at the time of our 
journey there in March was frozen into 
a white snow ice mass. There is indi- 
cation that during the warmer months, 
ponds of water collect in some of the 
depressions on this slushy surface, and 
with increasing cold stand out in con- 
trast to their white surroundings on ac- 
count of the blue color of the ice they 
form. 

The mountains are largely composed 
of granites and a precursory examina- 
tion of the specimens collected sug- 
gests that they are Pre-Cambian and 
therefore not allied with mountains 
that lie west of the Ross Barrier, but 
are probably of the same origin as the 
Alexandra Mountains. There is no 
movement of the ice and snow around 
the mountains and no evidence of 
glaciation. A few miles to the east- 
ward of the mountains, however, there 
is an extensive plateau, crevassed and 
irregular, indicating movement of the 
snow and ice over land. 

On February 18, 1929, another new 
mountain range was discovered to the 
eastward of the Rockefeller range. On 
the next flight this range was photo- 
ome from the “Stars and Stripes” 
rom a height of 6,000 feet. 

On March 8, 1929, Professor Gould, 
while at the Rockefeller Mountains at 
Latitude 78 degrees, 9 minutes, 5 sec- 
onds and Longitude 154 degrees, 27 
minutes, saw a high peak of this range. 
From this = the peak bore 58 de- 
grees true from north, and a trianguia- 
tion indicated it to be about 70 miles 
from the point. However, on account 
of peculiar conditions of mirage that 
at times exist here this distance may 
be in error. Next year this figure will 
be checked. This peak, as yet unnamed, 
has a majestic appearance, resembling

Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, U. S. 
N., Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
made the following statement when it 
was learned that the Spanish fliers had 
been found: “The Bureau of Aero- 
nautics rejoices with the world at large 
over the rescue of the brave and re- 
sourceful Spanish pilots. We are re 
minded thankfully of the finding of our 
own Commander Rodgers and his crew 
four years ago. The survival of the 
Spanish fliers shows again that sea- 
planes and flying boats should be used 
for operating over the sea. It is of in- 
terest to note that the rescue was made 
by an aircraft carrier, doubtless with 
the help of the scouting airplanes. The 
British are to be congratulated on their 
fine accomplishment.” 











Matterhorn, and is probably over 5,000 
feet in height. Several miles from it in 
a southwesterly direction is another 
peak equally majestic. From it an im- 
posing range runs in a southeasterly 
direction in the land east of the 150 
meridian, which we have named Marie 
Byrd Land, and which we have claimed 
for the United States. Some in this 
area we hope to survey next summer. 
It is thought that this is probably a 
vast dand. 

In the direction of this range and 
Alexandra Mountains another smaller 
group of mountain peaks was discov- 
ered on January 27, 1929, and agai 
seen on February 18, but we will no 
at this time give any data concerning 
it, as it would be haphazard. We hope 
to locate them more accurately by aeri- 
al survey. On the same date, while 
flying westward a little south of the 
79 meridian at about 155 degrees 
Longitude, every one in both planes 
saw the outlines of a mountain range 
far to the southward. The height of 
the snow surface beneath us indicated 
that snow-covered land extended to 
the south of us as far as this range. 

On the flight of January 27 we flew 
beyond Scott’s Nunatak and saw some 
interesting new snow-covered land. But 
we here again prefer not to make a 
definite report until we have made an 
aerial survey or obtained bearings. 

Capt. McKinley has made an aerial 
survey of the Bay of Whales and the 
coast line as far as and including the 
Hal Flood Bay, about 80 miles statute 
to the eastward. This shows some in- 
teresting barrier edge formations, and 
will change the coast line as now given 
on charts. 

A very conservative estimate shows 
that we have seen at least 20,000 
square miles statute of hitherto un- 
known Antarctic areas.

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Prepare Training Films 
A*™ extensive training film program 
has been adopted by the War De- 
partment, to cover several years. Sev- 
eral of the projects contemplated are 
already in the process of completion. 
A training film for the Infantry is 
being shot at the Infantry School, Ft. 
Benning, under direction of Capt. A. 
P. Fox, S. C. The film, entitled “The 
School of the Soldier,” embodies basic 
training in military courtesy, first aid, 
ete., and the combat principles of the 
squad, section, platoon and company. 


It is expected that Capt. Fox will 
go to the Engineer School, at Ft. Hum- 
phreys, in August, and to the Cavalry 
School, at Ft. Riley, in October, to 
complete the photographing of films 
for those branches. ; 

Two pictures—“Care of Animals” 
and “The Trooper Mounted without 
Arms,”—have already been filmed for 
the Cavalry. 

The training films are expected to 
be of great usefulness in Organized 
Reserve, National Guard, R. O. T. C., 
and C. M. T. C. camps and confer- 
ences, as well as for Regular Army

ae of officers, convened last 
year to study the subject of visual in- 
struction in the Army, made the fol- 
lowing recommendations of general 
Service interest before adjourning: 

That none of the funds available for 
producing motion picures be devoted 
to sound pictures until their present ex- 
cessive cost has been reduced, except 
for experimental purposes. It was es- 
timated that as long as five years might 
elapse before the cost of sound pictures 
would be reduced to 1% times that 
of the silent ones. ; 

That the Chief Signal Officer be in- 
structed to investigate the application 
of sound pictures to Army training 
films, and to estimate for such person- 
nel and equipment as is necessary to 
conduct experimental work on a lim- 
ited scale. 

That an appropriate amount of 
money be estimated for by the Chief 
Signal Officer to carry out the preced- 
ing r dation . 

That each chief of branch be in- 
structed to designate and maintain at 
all times an officer of his office who 
shall serve as training picture repre- 
sentative of that branch. ; 

That the Chief Signal Officer be di- 
rected to submit estimates for the in- 
creased personnel and funds necessary 
to produce a minimum of eight train- 
{ng films annually. (Present funds al- 
low but four such pictures.) | 

That not more than one training film 
be under production for any one branch 
at one time. ; 

That the advantages of the film slide 
‘(over the glass slide) in visual instruc- 
tion be brought to the attention of the 
service; that all branches be author- 
{zed to produce film slides; and that 
the Chief Signal Officer be authorized 
to assist in their production. (Film 
slides have the advantage of compact- 
ness and infragibility.) arf 

That the production of all traiming 
films be limited to the Signal Corps. 
The board found that efforts of un- 
trained and inexperienced personnel to 
produce training films are not usually 
successful and are generally accompan- 
ied by waste.

Announcement has been made of the 
award of the Distinguished Service 
Cross to Abner Flowers, formerly 
major 167th Infantry, 42nd Division.

_ “ABNER FLOWERS, formerly ma- 
jor, then captain, 167th Infantry, 
42nd Division, American Expeditionary 
Forces. For extraordinary heroism in 
action during the attack on the Cote- 
de-Chatillon, France, October 15-16, 
1918. Capt. Flowers, after his battalion 
commander was wounded and evacuat- 
ed early in the attack, took command 
and reorganized the remnants of the 
2nd and 3rd battalions, leading them to 
a successful final attack. Capt. Flowers, 
disregarding his own danger, made a 
personal reconnaissance alone and as- 
certained that the enemy was prepar- 
ing for a counterattack. Then leading 
his battalion in a final assault, the com- 
mand repulsed the counterattack and 
captured or killed practically the entire 
force of the enemy. His disregard for 
his own personal safety, coolness and 
good judgment were an inspiration to 
his men and inspired them to continue 
to their final objective.”

Pay Fed. O. R. in Camps 


RESERVE Officers in the employ of 
the Federal Government are en- 


titled to leave of absence from their 
duties without loss of pay, time or 
efficiency rating, on all days, not to 
exceed 15 in a single calendar year, 
during which they are ordered to duty 
with troops, at field exercises, or for 
instruction, the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Office on July 1 informed Lt. Col. 
Orvel Johnson, secretary of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the 
United States. 

The law in this case.—Section 371, 
Title 10 (Army) of the United States 
Code—does not appear in the present 
or recent issues of the National De- 
fense Act, although the Act (in Sec- 
tion 80) extends the privileges to gov- 
ernment employes who are members 
of the National Guard. Reserve Of- 
ficers in the government employ have ~ 
been generally denied the privileges in 
question by the various departments, 
being merely allowed leave for the 
training at their own expense. Thus 
thousands of Reserve Officers, espe- 
cially in the District of Columbia, have 
been without the benefit of training 
under the favorable conditions provided 
by the law. 

Col. Johnson, who is a practicing at- 
torney, unearthed Section 371, and 
the Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment, upon having its attention drawn 
to the matter, immediately declared 
that the law had not been repealed, 
and that it would be included in the 
compilation of military laws now being 
made. It was said that its omission 
from the National Defense Act was 
probably due to an inadvertency. 

Col. Johnson said that a letter would 
be forwarded by the Reserve Officers’ 
Association to the chairman of the 
House Military Committee, Mr. James, 
requesting that the language of Sec- 
tion 371 be included in the next revi- 
sion of the National Defense Act. The 
Section reads: 

“Government employes as reserve of- 
ficers, leaves of absence when ordered 
to duty. All officers or employees of 
the United States or the District of 
Columbia who shall be members of the 
Oficers’ Reserve Corps shall be entitled 
to leave of absence from their respec- 
tive duties, without loss of pay, time, 
or efficiency rating, on all days dur- 
ing which they shall be ordered to duty 
with troops or at field exercises, or for 
instructions, for periods not to exceed 
fifteen days in any one calendar year, 
and when relieved from duty, they shall 
be restored to the positions held by 
them when ordered to duty. (May 12, 
1917, ¢ 12, Stat. 72.)”

ALTHOUGH NOT realized, a great responsibility rests squarely upon what 

may be termed the civilian arms of American defense. That responsibility 
is not merely their own development in efficiency, but in doing everything they 
properly can to improve the welfare of the professional services by which they 
are being trained to which they will owe the effectiveness of their own conduct 
in case of emergency. 


H°¥ CAN THEY discharge this responsibility? By insisting upon the passage 

of laws which will provide living pay for the officers and men of the Army, 
the Navy and the Marine Corps, and more satisfactory systems of promotion 
in those establishments. They should not forget that they—the National Guard, 
the Naval Militia, and the Reserve Officers—will be the first to be called to the 
colors in time of need. Consequently, they have, besides their patriotic interest 
in the country’s defense, a selfish concern in the speedy correction of the in- 
tolerable conditions that exist. 











(THEREFORE, WE call upon the different organizations to adopt resolutions 
addressed to their Senators and Congressmen, demanding prompt legisla- 
tion in these important matters. We feel that the mere suggestion will result 
in action. The members of these organizations are for the most part influential 
citizens, and their voice will be heeded by the representatives of their respective 
states and districts. We have stated repeatedly that Congress is favorably in- 
clined to provide remedies, but it is clear that a display of home interest will 
accelerate action, and bring about more quickly that relief which, as the letters 
we are printing shows, the situation demands. 





THs RELIEF must, of course, apply to the retired lists as well as to the 
active lists. Officers and men, who gave their lives to National Defense 
and who are receiving pay based upon a lower cost of living, are entitled in 
their old age or disabled condition to receive a sum comparable to the higher 
costs they now have to meet. In other words, the retired pay which will follow 
the increase in active pay, we trust will be made, should apply to those now re- 
tired. This is simple justice, and as such we feel will appeal to the people. 





UST AS HAS been done in the Philippines and Haiti, a native constabu- 
lary has been created in Nicaragua. It will take several years for the Ma- 
rines to make this body, the Guardia Nacional, an effective instrument for the 
preservation of order in that country, and in the meantime they must remain 
on duty there. The Guardia Nacional is officered by Marines, but at present no 
one is satisfied that its detachments could do the work required of them if com- 
manded by natives. Aside from the protection of American life and property, 
the United States is interested in the construction of a canal across Nicaragua, 
and we would not be surprised should this work be commenced under the Hoover 
administration. Maintenance of order is, therefore, important, and we rather 
expect it will be done by the Marines. They have a job, but they have done 
it well and will continue to do it well. 





HILE THE BRITISH statesmen are talking disarmament, they are losing 

no opportunity to safeguard the number and far flung character of their 
coaling stations and thus increasing the mobility of their Fleet. It is our im- 
pression that at the Washington Conference, an understanding prevailed that 
the British Government would retrocede Wei-Hai-Wei, on the northern coast of 
Shantung, to China, and thus abandon a site which was obtained as an answer 
to the Russian acquisition of Port Arthur and the German acquisition of Kiao 
Chou. With the capture by Japan of the Russian and German holdings, and the 
friendly relations of Japan and Great Britain, based upon the terminated al- 
liance between them, it was assumed that a Shantung base, being commanded 
by the Japanese, would have no further interest for the British Navy. Now it 
appears, the British are willing to surrender Wei-Hai-Wei, provided a coaling 
station be granted them on Liu-King-Tao Island, at the mouth of the harbor. 
Is this another violation of the spirit of the Washington negotiations? Congress- 
man Britten should investigate. 





E CONGRATULATE the President and the Secretary of War upon the pro- 

motion of Brig. Gen. Ralph H. Van Deman to be a Major General. Justice 
at last has been done to an officer whose performance of duty called for con- 
sideration years ago. We had the honor to serve for a time with General Van 
Deman during the World War. We know the ability he displayed in organizing 
the Intelligence Service with its manifold ramifications; the judgment he mani- 
fested in picking his department heads, and the superb spirit he instilled in his 
subordinates. The result was an organization which functioned effectively and 
proved of great value in connection with the conduct of the war. As Brigadier 
General, General Van Deman, in the quiet, able manner with which he acts, dem- 
onstrated anew his ability to command. It is unfortunate that he has only a 
few months more to serve, but at least we can say, that, at the instance of 
General Summerall, the country has discharged a debt long overdue. 





THE LETTERS we are now printing will not be forgotten when Congress is 

ready to take up the question of pay. We will see to that. We plan to in- 
corporate them into a pamphlet, and at the proper moment we will send that 
pamphlet to editors and members of Congress. We will have a foreword of our 
own, which will summarize the reasons why pay increases are of the first neces- 
sity. In addition, we will seek to have the pamphlet reprinted in the Congres- 
sional Record. There will be expense involved, of course, but we will bear it 
cheerfully, just as we did in the case of the Promotion Survey, feeling as we 
do that it is our imperative duty to promote the well-being of the members of 
the services and thus to advance the efficiency of our National Defense. 





TTHOUSANDS of Reserve Officers are In a pretty pickle by the ruling of the 

lreasury Department debarring them from prosecuting a case against the 
Government and holding them liable in case of such action to a felony penalty. 
The matter is to be taken up by the Attorney General, and in anticipation of a 
decision sustaining the Treasury Department, Col. Walter C. Cole, Presi- 
dent of the Reserve Officers Association, has inspired a bill which, if enacted 
will remove this bar to civilians of talent and ability remaining in or entering 
the Reserves. This bill should be passed; otherwise a blow will be dealt to the 
Reserve movement which will do incalculable harm and deprive the country of 
that spervele of officer material, which is one of the aims of the National De- 
ense Ac

Clover Field (Special) —Clover Field 
is connected with Santa Monica and 
Ocean Park, Calif., by a bus line. The 
public schools of Santa Monica are 
used. Servants are not so easily pro- 
cured as in the middle south and south- 
east. The best procurable are either 
Japanese or Filipinos. Pay ranges from 
$40 to $100 per month, according to 
skill of individual. The markets of Los 
Angeles are available either by bus, 
trolley line or boulevard. They are 
about 20 miles away. Santa Monica 
markets are about three miles away. 
There are no quarters available at 
Clover Field. Hotels, apartment houses 
and bungalows are available within a 
radius of ten miles of the post. Roads 
in vicinity are paved. Golf, swimming, 
tennis, ete, may be had at nominal 
costs at the different athletic and beach 
clubs. Climate is dry and bracing, with 
two-thirds to three-fourths of the days 
sunny. Weather is never very hot or 
very cold. Light woolen clothing is ad- 
vised, because of cool evenings. There 
is no post chaplain. No regular units 
are stationed or attached here; a smail 
detail of Regular Army personnel and 
civil service employes is assigned from 
either the Presidio of San Francisco or 
March Field to train some 450 officers 
and 250 enlisted men of the Air Corps 
Reserve.

U. S. M. C. Reserves Mobilize 


QDERS were issued today at Head- 
quarters Marine Corps, for the 


mobilization of eighteen companies of 
the Reserve at Quantico, Va., and San 
Diego, Calif., for active duty and train- 
ing. Col. J. S. Turrill has worked out 
a program of instruction which in- 
cludes courses for officers as well as 
enlisted men and covers every phase 
of work in the field. 

Reservists living east of the Missis- 
sippi will go to Quantico in three de- 
tachments and each will receive two 
weeks of training under instructors of 
the regular service. Officers and men 
will live under canvas in one of the 
best areas at the big Marine base 
which lies along the shores of the 
Potomac. The instruction will include 
hygiene, administration, drill, interior 
guard duty, map-reading, field engineer- 
ing tactics, marksmanship, musketry, 
bayonet combat, automatic rifles, gren- 
ades, the Thompson sub-machine gun, 
heavy machine guns, the 37-milimetre 
gun and the three-inch trench mortar. 
There will also be a special signal 
school and a separate course for two 
of the reserve companies which have 
been assigned to the artillery. 

One hundred officers, most of whom 
are not attached to companies, will at- 
tend three schools in Quantico, accord- 
ing to their prior training and experi- 
ence. These schools include the Sig- 
nal Officers’ School, the Basic School, 
Company Officers’ School and Field 
Officers’ School. 

The first camp, which opens on July 
7, and closes on July 20, will include 
the following companies: the 302nd, 
of Rochester, N. Y., Lt. Edward F. 
Doyle commanding; 305th of Phila- 
delphia, Lt. Edward S. Evans; 306th, 
of Detroit, Lt. William B. Calhoun;

PAY AND PROMOTION. 


Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
OF LATE I have been reading most 

of the articles that have appeared 
in the Journal regarding Army Pay 
and Promotion. It is my opinion that 
any pay bill that is passed should do 
much to correct the evils of the present 
system. None of them that I have 
seen include all that I consider essen- 
tial to accomplish this purpose. 

Many suggestions and findings have 
been submitted as solutions for the pay 
and promotion for U. S. Army officers. 
May I present another which though 
not new in all respects may contain an 
idea or two which has not been consid- 
ered in the others, 

The following is a summary of faults 
in the present system that should be 
corrected in any Army Pay and Pro- 
motion Bill: 





Pay. 

1. The pay of all officers should be 
increased to more nearly correspond to 
the rise in the cost of living since the 
last pay bill was promulgated, about 
—a years ago. 

2. The aggregate base pay of an 
officer with longevity should never ex- 
ceed the base pay of the next higher 
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grade regardless of the length of 
service. 

8. The quarters allowance ..for all 
grades should be revised for the same 
reason as (1). 

4. Rations for wife and children 
should be made available to officers 
during the first five years of service 
as well as during their subsequent 
service. 

5. Pay for private mounts should be 
available to all officers classed as 
mounted officers regardless of rank. 
It now ceases with the grade of cap- 
tain. 

6. Service as a cadet at the U. S. 
Military Academy should be counted 
for longevity pay and should also be 
made to apply to those officers who 
graduated since the period when it did 
count for longevity, when figuring their 
future pay. 

7. Transportation and freight allow- 
ances should both be available to an 
officer for himself and for his depend- 
ents to his first station as well as on 
later transfers. 

Promotion. 

1. A single list of all combat arms 
up to and including the grade of 
colonel should obtain for all rank and 
promotion, in the Regular Army. 

2. A single list should obtain for all 
Reserve Officers to include all officers 
of the Regular Army, of the National 
Guard and all Reserve Officers, up to 
and including the grade of colonel for 
purpose of rank and promotion in the 
combat arms. 

National Defense Act. 

The National Defense Act of 1920 
should be amended to provide for an 
appropriation each year that will def- 
initely carry out the provisions of the 
act to the last detail. 

The following is a discussion of all 
the faults given in the preceding out- 
line with a suggestion for a solution 
in each case: 


Pay. 

1. The pay of all officers should be 
increased to more nearly correspond to 
the rise in the cost of living since the 
last pay bill was promulgated, about 
twenty years ago. It is common knowl- 
edge that the purchasing power of a 
dollar today is about one-half of what 
it was when the last pay bill became 
law. Under the present system there 
is hardly an officer in the Army who 
receives a salary under which he can 
live with comfort and maintain that 
scale of living that he is required to 
maintain to keep up his position in life, 
socially or economically. A _ colonel 
in time of war is in command of a 
regiment that contains at least three 
thousand men. In civil life it is the 
poorest kind of an executive who di- 
rects and controls that number of men 
who does not receive a salary of from 
ten to fifteen thousand per year. The 
present salary of a colonel is hardly 
sufficient for his immediate living ex- 
penses. The same applies to all grades 
with that of the lower grades definitely 
insufficient for the necessities of life. 

2. The aggregate base pay of an 
officer with longevity should never ex- 
ceed the base pay of the next higher 
grade regardless of the length of serv- 
ice. In other words the longevity pay 
of an officer will operate to increase 
his pay by ten per cent or by five per 
cent every three years only so long 
as the aggregate does not exceed the 
base pay of the next higher grade. 
Under the present system there are 
cases of lieutenants and captains re- 
ceiving more than majors. This is 
wrong and detrimental to the best in- 
terests of the service. The above plan 
would obviate that condition. 

3. The quarters allowance for all 
grades should be revised for the same 
reason as for (1). Due to the enormous 
increase in the cost of living the quar- 
ters allowance for all officers should 
be increased, not only in the number 
of rooms allowed, which has never been 
adequate, but also as to amount allowed 
per room. Second lieutenants are now 
required in many cases to live with a 
wife and family in two rooms with bath 
simply because it is argued that that 
is his allowance when quarters are 
scarce. It is pointed out that that same 
2nd lieutenant cannot get quarters on 
the outside consisting of three rooms 
and bath, the minimum amount that 
he can can live in when married, for 
forty dollars per month which is the 
present rate. 

4. Rations for wife and children 
should be made available to officers 
during the first five years of service 
as well as during their subsequent 
service. Under the present system a 
2nd lieutenant with a wife and family 
does not draw rations for them until 
he has been in the service for five 
years. This is an obvious injustice 
because during the first five years his 


need is the greatest for his sotal Day, 


and allowances is the smallest, 








haps fifty per cent of the 2nd lieuten- 
ants in the Army are married and un- 
der the present system: are barely able 
to exist, most of them being in debt. 

5. Pay for private mounts should be 
available to all officers classed as 
mounted officers regardless of rank. It 
now ceases with the grade of captain. 
Many captains when they are promoted 
to the grade of Major now lose their 
mounted pay which in many cases 
amounts to $200.00 per year. Inasmuch 
as this does not quite cover the cost 
of paying the enlisted man who takes 
care of the animals and, that the major 
continues to have need of his private 
mounts as before he should draw the 
same allowances as the lower grades. 

6. Service as a cadet at the U. S. 
Military Academy should be counted 
for longevity pay and should also be 
made to apply to those officers who 
graduated since the period when it did 
count for longevity, when figuring their 
future pay. It has never been under- 
stood why such service should not 
count for the army when it does and 
has counted for the Naval Academy for 
years. The argument is: In time of 
war cadets at the Military Academy 
are graduated at once and commissioned 
and are available at once for duty as 
officers. Other new officers must be 
trained after they are commissioned. 
While a cadet does not rank as a com- 
missioned officer he is a potential of- 
ficer already trained and should there- 
fore receive this longevity for the 
same reason that the Naval Academy 
graduate does. He is in the service 
from the date he enters the Academy 
and subject to active service in the 
field. 

7. Transportation and freight allow- 
ance should both be available to an 
officer for himself and for his depend- 
ents to his first station as well as on 
later transfers. At present undue hard- 
ship is caused any newly commissioned 
officer upon reporting to his first sta- 
tion which is usually at a considerable 
distance from his home or his former 
locality. He always has considerable 
personal effects and not infrequently 
household effects that he must trans- 
port to his first station under the pres- 
ent system at his own expense. 

Promotion. 

1. A single list for all combat arms 
up to and including the grade of colonel 
should obtain for all rank and promo- 
tion, in the Regular Army. All offi- 
cers including the grade of lieutenant 
colonel should be promoted and rank 
according to a single list based wholly 
on the length of commissioned service. 
This is the only solution to the prob- 
lem of top heavy grades and unfair 
promotion in the Army. The National 
Defense Act of 1920 provides for a 
definite number of commissioned of- 
ficers of each grade sufficient to com- 
mand the army authorized by the Act. 
All officers in the army should be 
regraded, promoted or demoted as the 
case may be in accordance with the 
above number strictly on a basis of 
length of commissioned service. At 
the present time there are majors and 
captains with less commissioned serv- 
ice than some lieutenants. Under this 
system of grading no officer would 
have the least grounds for complaint 
because all would be treated alike. The 
so-called “hump” would be taken care 
of and no one grade would be top 
heavy as is now the case with captains 
and ist lieutenants. In counting years 
of commissioned service the Regular 
Army or Philippine Scouts only, with 
foreign service the same as any other 
service should be the rule. Foreign 
service should count double for retire- 
ment only. In the non combatant 
branches where the work is highly spe- 
cialized as that of the Medical Corps 
the above rules cannot hold except 
within the branch. The officers of the 
special branches should be handled as 
they are at present. 

2. A single list should obtain for all 
Reserve officers to include all officers 
of the Reguiar Army, National Guard, 
and all Reserve Officers, up to and 
including the grade of colonel for pur- 
poses of rank and promotion in the 
combat arms. In accordance with the 
above all officers of the U. S. Army 
as included above should be regraded, 
reduced, promoted as the case may be 
in accordance with the above principles 
basing all rank or promotion on length 
of commissioned service whether or not 
continuous or whether in the Regular 
Army, National Guard, or Reserves. 
The relative number of officers of the 
different grades should be in direct 
proportion to the corresponding grades 
in the regular army as provided for 
in the discussion of (1). In other 
words each Regular Army. Officer and 
National Guard Officer would hold not 
only. his active commission but also a 


reserve, commission which places him , 


at his proper place on the single list 





and which automatically becomes ef- 
fective in time of a war of major pro- 
portions. In time of war the above 
system would obviate a recurrence of 
situations which have been common in 
every war we have had where regular 
army officers of years of experience 
have been under the command of offi- 
cers who had less esperience and who 
were not so well i@*ined nor capable 
as the ones they commanded. The 
practice of allowing a National Guard 
officer to elect whether or not he will 
be inducted at his grade in time of 
war should be discontinued. He should 
be on the same status as any other Re- 
serve Officer although he may be ac- 
tive in the National Guard. 


National Defense Act Amendment. 


The National Defense Act of 1920 
should be amended to provide for an 
appropriation each year that will 
definitely carry out the provisions of 
the act to the last detail. The defense 
of this nation should be for an abso- 
lute minimum the carrying out to the 
letter of this Act. In it lies our only 
salvation as a nation in case of an- 
other war of any proportions. A law 
is only as strong as its weakest link. 
The fact that there is no provision 
for financing the program as laid down 
makes it impossible of execution when 
the appropriations that are absolutely 
essential are pared down as has been 
the case since the Act became a law. 


General Discussion. 


The U. S. Army with all its divisions 
as outlined in the National Defense Act, 
should be regarded as the nation’s 
police force and should be treated as 
such. There should be unity of organi- 
zation, pay and promotion. We might 
well take a lesson from the police force 
of the city of New York, which in some 
respects is superior to the army. In 
order to properly protect the nation 
as an efficient police force protects a 
city the personnel should be properly 
taken care of and their condition should 
be such that they are happy and free 
from worry so as to be able to do their 
most efficient work. To quote a re- 
mark of an old colonel upon retiring, 
“The Army today is composed of a lot 
of unhappy folks.” Pay, promotion and 
the quarters situation in the Army is 
responsible for this situation. 

Great Britain made the same mistake 
in the World War that we have made 
in every war that we have ever fought 
in that they tried to preserve the in- 
tegrity of the Regular Army. She lost 
hers, and a wonderful one it was, in the 
“First Hundred Thousand.” Most of- 
ficers will agree that our Regular Army 
merely sets the standard for and fur- 
nishes personnel for the training of 
the other components of the U. S. Army 
as they will do in a war. It is a big 
mistake to sacrifice the experts in the 
military profession in a war by pre- 
serving their integrity and using them 
as a unit in the first line of defense. 

“Our Military Policy” by Upton is 
a source of information that decisively 
points out errors of judgment we have 
made in the past and at present. It 
should be of great benefit to those who 
are responsible for the legislation which 
governs our system of National De- 
fense.

(Continued from Preceding Page) — 
and Reserve Officers Association (this 
could be omitted, but a man is expected 
to belong if eligible), $2.50; clothes, 
for three (average), $14.00; insurance, 
(household goods) $1.00, (life) $5.00; 
sdhool expenses, $2.50; medical and 
dental (average), $5.00; car fare (al- 
lowing one trip each way per day), 
$4.50. This makes a total of $144.50. 
I am a sergeant (4th Grade) drawing 
10 per cent, which with the commuta- 
tion allowance makes my pay $117.90 
per month. Except for the fact that 
this institution pays me extra as “care- 
taker of military property” you can 
see where I would soon be financially. 

Of course the Government does not 
consider the fact that a man may be 
married, but on the other hand it does 
recognize that a married man is more 
desirable on such a detail as they are 
more steady, remain longer and as a 
rule are more dependable, 

To off-set the above account for a 
married man, I have also prepared a 
statement of what it would cost a 
single man on a similar detail in this 
locality. It is as follows: 

Room, $20.00; board, $40.50 (this is 
based on 35 cents for breakfast, 50 
cents for lunch and 50 cents for din- 
ner, which is little enough); laundry, 
including dry cleaning, $7.50; dues, 
(American Legion, R. O. A.), $2.50; 
clothes (average), $4.00; medical and 
dental, $2.50. Total is $77.00. In this 
case car fare is omitted as a single man 
could get a room close enough to walk; 
insurance is omitted as a single man 
can get along without such. The above 
means that a single N. C. O. would pay 
about $20.00 per month from his pay 
for the privilege of being on such a 
detail. 

We, who are on such details, one, 
two or three in a community, are 
practically the only contact that the 
average civilian and ex-service man 
has with the regular army and if we 
fail to maintain the standard, what 
will the opinion of the average person 
be of the army, “Our Army.” 

Far be it from me to try to decide 
such questions, but it does seem like 
“the powers that be” should consider 
our viewpoint as well as that of econ- 
omy, and make a suitable allowance 
for the D. E. M. L., an allowance that 
would really cover our necessary ex- 
penses, graded according to cost of 
living in different localities if such is 
deemed necessary, but at least enough 
to cover the actual cost of living and 
maintaining the standard that “the 
Salesmen of the Service” (as that is 
really what the D. E. M. L. is) are 
expected to do.

FISCAL ACROBATICS. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

HE publishing of. fiscal acrobatics 

in budget form of army folk striv- 
ing to exist on inadequate pay and 
allowances seems to be the fashion. 
The enlisted element, though some- 
what less articulate in this respect, af- 
ter viewing the efforts of the com- 
missioned personnel has also joined 
the chorus. 

I too have trouble staying more than 
three leaps ahead of the sheriff on the 
$140.00 a month given me as a staff 
sergeant. Likewise I am blessed with 
a wife and child, though on the first 
of the month it seems a curse more 
than a benison. 

Something should be done about us. 
Nothing will be done. I make this 
sad assertion after mature reflection on 
the policy of the War Department with 
regard to recommendations to the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committees of the Con- 
gress in the past. 

Check over this policy in regard to 
legislation beneficial to the enlisted 
man, you fervid letter writers, and 
compare it with the legislation bene- 
ficial to the officer personnel. Check 
it again, and compare it to the policy 
of the Navy Department, and see what 
their enlisted men have gotten. 

I and other enlisted men are forced 
to the conclusion that the majority of 
officers in the army, who because of 


their being in a better position to do 
something for us and help us, are too | 


busy trying to get something for them- 
selves to turn a finger for us. How- 
ever that’s human nature and I can’t 
honestly say that their troubles with 
regard to promotion and pay worry me 
much. 

But, engendering an attitude of this 
kind in thinking enlisted men, who are 
not guardhouse lawyers and who are 
occupying the higher non-commissioned 
grades, is rotten for discipliné. 

We asked for bread—we’ll probably 
get a blue uniform.

INADEQUATE PAY. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
ALLow me to express a very deep 

and sincere gratitude for the cam- 
paign you are waging for increased 
pay and relief of the promotion situa- 
tion. I feel it my duty to respond to 
your call for data of an individual na- 
ture on the former question. 

I am a Ist lieutenant of eight years 
service on duty in a large New Eng- 
land city as instructor of a regiment 
of the National Guard. My last duty 
was foreign service and I have been 
at this station for seven months. 

I do not wish to present voluminous 
statistics but simply to state a number 
of facts that will readily indicate the 
terrible worry and strain that I am 
suffering as a result of inadequate pay 
and allowances. I keep a daily account 
of every expenditure no matter how 
trivial, balancing it against the daily 
share of my pay, and I know accurately 
just where every cent of my pay goes. 
The statements I make are based on 
that knowledge and are not overstated 
in any way. 

I am unable to own a car of even 
the cheapest kind. I could not even 
pay garage rent much less meet the 
payments on a car. 

My duties call for civilian clothing. 
I own one antiquated light weight suit 
purchased over four years ago and in 
imminent danger of dissolution and one 
heavy suit ready made and of the 
cheapest quality which I purchased 
when I arrived from the tropics. I 
wore a thin topcoat all winter because 
I couldn’t afford an overcoat and had 
many a curious glance cast my way 
when I was wearing it in zero weather. 
This is straw hat time but I haven’t 
been able to get one. 

Of course, my wife does her own 
work with the exception of the heavier 
laundry. She bought three cheap 
dresses for the winter having only 
light clothing left from the tropics. 
She has had nothing for the spring 
or summer. 

We have entertained but once and 
that once with a dinner cooked and 
served by my wife with only two guests 
present to satisfy the most pressing 
of my official obligations. We have 
been unable to return other obligations 
or even official calls because if we go 
out it cost $1.80 to get someone to 
stay with the baby. We have been 
out in the evening together just three 
times in seven months. 

I have been to the theatre once (ad- 
mission 75 cents). My wife goes more 
often as I make it a point to spend an 
afternoon at home now and then and 
make her go to a matinee while I 
take care of the baby. It is the only 
chance she has to get away from the 
eares of the house. She has no in- 
timate friends of course because the 
hermit life we have been forced to lead 
has afforded her no opportunity for 
such contacts. That, with the daily 
newspaper and a few magazines, con- 
stitute a statement of our amusements. 

I have spent, since leaving my for- 
eign station, just $830.00 more than 
my pay for the same period. I have 
borrowed on my insurance right up to 
the hilt and am running my household 
on a credit basis with several unpaid 
bills to worry me night and day. 
have had to buy, by virtue of my trans- 
fer from the tropics, a new uniform, 
a pair of boots, heavy clothing for my 
family, a bedroom suite, one large rug, 
curtains for the entire apartment, din- 
ing room chairs, gas stove, ice box, 
kitchen table, hot water heater, and a 
multitude of smaller articles. I have 
paid out $132.00 in doctor’s bills. 

My case is simply that in spite of 
every effort I am forced deeply into 
debt and I see no relief until I have 
completed ten years’ service and even 
then not enough to pull me out of debt. 
Unless there is some action in the next 
session of Congress it is mathemati- 
cally evident that my credit is going to 
reach the breaking point and what I 
shall do then I do not know.

THE UNIFORM. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
ROM time to time when I witness 
some person or group of persons 

wearing a uniform very similar to the 

uniform of the United States Army it 
makes me feel that there is no longer 
need of uniform regulations. 

Some one in authority, whether it 
be the Secretary of War, Chief of 
Staff or Quartermaster General should 
see to it that the law regarding the 
wearing or imitating the uniform be 
enforced. 

Take today in the average city one 
witnesses a group of taxi drivers, traf- 
fic officers, street sweepers, elevator 
operators, door attendants dressed like 
a Major General or a Second Lieuten- 
ant. The Sam Browne belt is abused 





and there is not any distinction for an 
officer of the army to wear his uni- 
form on the street. Every day he is 
aprehended by some well meaning old 
lady asking where such and such a 
street is, what car to take to get to 
“Dizzey Heights” etc. It is most em- 
barrassing. 

Several years ago Maj. Gen. Charles 
Morton, U. S. A. Ret., enforced the 
proper wearing of the Sam Browne 
belt by traffic officers in the 9th Corps 
Area. But Gen. Morton is retired and 
every Tom, Dick and Harry is imitat- 
ing an officer. 

Make the law iron clad and then 
issue an order to enforce it. In no 
event allow one of the numerous mas- 
querading generals wear a uniform re- 
sembling the uniform of the service. 

We now see commanders of taxi 
fleets imitating admirals and generals. 
Door attendants for many years doll 
up like a full general in evening dress 
and an officer of the army is a piker 
when it comes to making a present- 
able appearance. 

You can go into the average second 
hand clothing store and for a few dol- 
lars purchase discarded uniforms in- 
cluding leather puttees, blouses, 
breeches, etc. 

If the officers of the -service must 
wear a uniform let’s make it “The 
Uniform” and not be imitated by every 
mother’s son. 

No other country for a moment al- 
lows the people not connected with the 
military to wear any part of a sol- 
dier’s uniform. The United States 
should fall in line and enforce the uni- 
form regulations so far as the proper 
wearing is concerned. Otherwise we 
might as well cross the Mexican bor- 
der and attire ourself as a general in 
the rebel army.

RETIREMENT PROBLEMS. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
For many months the matter of Army 

Promotion (officers) has been pro- 
pounded in the Journal. The various 
articles were of interest and have their 
merits, as far as commissioned officers 
are concerned. Much has been said 
about the “hump” and “Stagnacy”, etc. 
Nothing is said about slow promotion 
to higher grades of the enlisted man. 
It is true that vacancies are filled as 
soon as they occur, but, they do not 
often occur, especially in Staff Corps. 
The only way to remove the stagnacy, 
would be a revision of our Retirement 
Law, since it is hardly probable that 
more high grades could be established. 

I propose that a compulsory retire- 
ment law be enacted, whereunder any 
soldier after completing 25 years serv- 
ice, must be placed on the Retired List 
with the pay and allowances now in 
force. The allowances could be im- 
proved to what has several times been 
proposed to Congress, i. e., $30.00 per 
month instead of $15.75. 

It is deplorable that some enlisted 
men eligible for retirement and holding 
the highest grade, still hang on, pre- 
venting the men down the line to wait 
until they die. Some even have held 
a commission during the war and would 
retire with the pay and allowance of 
retired warrant officer, $138.50. Many 
of them seem to have forgotten how 
glad they were when someone higher 
up got out and he could fill the va- 
cancy made. 

I expect the argument that retired 
pay is not equal to active pay and al- 
lowances, which is true. To those who 
bring up that argument I will say 
right here, that is not only unfair for 
the man lower down on the eligible 
list, but also makes our Congress be- 
lieve that 25 years service is not 
enough for anyone. Do not be gov- 
erned by dollars and cents only; if you 
want to work and must earn more 
money, you will find plenty of work 
after you retire. 

Another argument may be brought 
up by those who have not reached a 
high grade during 25 years service. 
To such argument the only answer is 
that they knew many years before 
they would retire from the service when 
eligible. At least 75 per cent had the 
mental capacity and chances to take 
examination for higher grades. The 
remainder would have higher grades 
if they remained in an outfit long 
enough to get acquainted. 

It cannot be expected that an or- 
ganization commander promote the 
newcomer, though he is an old sol- 
dier, ahead of the old timers in the 
outfit. The writer knows of men who 
changed every enlistment and oftener 
because the organization commander or 
the first sergeant did not tolerate their 
behavior. Discipline does not only exist 
in the Army, you find it outside also. 

Let us have the 25-year retirement 
law to take the stagnacy out of pro- 
motion. The men retired are eligible

to be called for active service in time 
of an emergency and can fall right 
into their old jobs and handle them 
most satisfactory. They are an asset 
and not a liability to the service.

WORKS A DISTINCT VALUE. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

HE writer has followed very closely 

your articles and charts which per- 
tain to the promotion situation in the 
regular army. I feel that the work 
which you are forwarding is of a dis- 
tinct value to the service and that you 
have again shown the officers of the 
army where they can find a true and 
unalterable friend. 

The purpose of this letter is to call 
to your attention a situation which 
now exists, and to which I am certain 
you are aware to a certain degree. 
There are throughout the United States 
and possessions one hundred and twenty 
colleges and universities that have 
senior units of the R. O. T. C. At the 
end of each school year these units 
select one man to receive the designa- 
tion of Honor Graduate. A few of the 
larger units are able to grant this des- 
ignation to more than one, depending 
entirely ypon there relative size and 
the number of students enrolled in the 
advance course. 


In a great many cases these men who 
are fortunate enough and who have 
stood at the top of their classes, to re- 
ceive the designation, are keenly inter- 
ested in the military from the stand- 
point of a career. It does seem that 
there should be a place somewhere in 
the military organization of our coun- 
try, other than the Reserve Corps, 
where these men could be of value. I 
understand thoroughly the provisions 
of the National Defense Act which re- 
fers to the commissioning of officers 
of the regular army. However, I do 
believe that certain definite steps 
should be taken to remedy the in- 
justice that is done these men who con- 
centrate during their college careers 
upon the military, and who stand at 
graduation above their classmates, and 
receive the Honor Graduate designation. 

The writer is an Honor Graduate of 
the University of Oregon for 1927-28, 
and is perhaps, prejudiced on the sub- 
ject. However, I do not stand alone on 
the subject and I trust you will be in 
sympathy with me. 

I readily give you my permission to 
publish this letter in all or in part and

WAITING FOR ROOM. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
KNOWING that you like to receive 

expressions of opinions from mem- 
bers of the services, I am going to 
write a letter expressing views on 
something that comes back to me 
strongly and hits the National Guard 
Officers hard. 

At present the law reads that when 
a National Guard Officer leaves the 
Guard he reverts to the commission 
that he held at the time that he was 
originally commissioned in the Guard 
no matter what rank he holds at the 
time of leaving the service: At least 
this is the way I interpret it. Of 
course an officer can apply for ex- 
amination and promotion to the next 
higher grade and probably would be 
promoted if there was any vacancy, 
otherwise he probably would be given 
a Certificate of Capacity and would 
have to wait his turn to be promoted 
to the rank of possibly a lower one 
than that he held in the Guard at the 
time of leaving. 

To take my own case as an example. 
I was originally commissioned First 
Lieutenant of Finance in May, 1922 
and a First Lieutenant in the Q. M. C. 
in June, 1923, and promoted to a Cap- 
tain, Q. M. C. in December, 1926. The 
former was by examination in the O. 
R. C. The others in the National 
Guard.. Now if I should leave the 
Guard I would have to revert to the 
rank of First Lieutenant. (not. par-

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Aerial Coast Defense 


| CONNECTION with the present 
investigation by the Congressional 
committee headed by Senator Bingham, 
into problems of aerial coast defense 
control, the testimony delivered be- 
fore a select Congressional committee 
of inquiry into operations of the United 
States Air Services, 1925, is of especial 
interest in its bearing upon present 
problems. 

Given below are extracts from the 
testimony of Maj. Thomas D. Milling, 
U. S. A. A. C., who was at the time 
of the hearings in charge of the Air 
Service Tactical School, Langley Field, 


a: 

I wanted to bring out particularly that 
at the present time there is a dual 
responsibility between the Army and 
the Navy for our coast defense. Now, 
if we go back to a time before the air- 
craft came into being, we find that 
our coast was fixed so that our prin- 
cipal cities were protected by fixed de- 
fenses. Those fixed defenses were 
placed under the Army. 

At one time there was an attempt 
to give them to the Navy, but they 
said they wanted to go to sea, and did 
not want to be tied to the shore. They 
said the only thing they wanted was 
to be free entirely, without any worry 
except about their bases, so that they 
could go out and seek the enemy. So 
they were turned over the Army. At 
the present the coast defenses as a 
whole are turned over to the Army, 
with the exceptions of the points I will 
make. 

Before aircraft came in you had in 
your coastwise sea lanes, particularly 
with coasts as long as ours, great dis- 
tances between our fixed defenses; and 
that coast line between fixed defenses 
had to be taken care of by somebody. 
So that organized under the Navy were 
your naval coast defense forces. They 
consisted of patrol vessels, submarines, 
etc. And it was necessary in order to 
protect our coastwise shipping, etc., to 
have the Navy employ those boats with- 
out the range you might say of the 
fixed defenses themselves. That condi- 
tion still exists, 

When we began to get aircraft we 
found that it would be much easier to 
take airplanes and go off your coast, do 
your patrol work with them so far as 
gaining information of enemy vessels 
or anything of that nature was con- 
cerned; that it would be much simpler 
to use the airplane. These airplanes 
would operate from land, and would 
normally be Army aircraft. So that 
the particular necessity, which was not 
quite so vital you might say in between 
these fixed defenses, to that of patrol 
vessels to obtain information, it could 
be done by the Army. But carrying 
out this principle of coast defense 
forces employed by the Navy, as soon 
as aircraft came in, the Navy im- 
mediately took steps to establish land 
stations to augment this service for 
coast defense purposes. 

That was merely a duplication of the 
work carried on by the Army. As I 
stated a while ago, this contro] is dual, 
and as everyone knows if we are going 
to get results we must have everything, 
so far as that particular problem is 
concerned, under one command. We 
saw the thing work out in the war until 
Marshal Foch was put in supreme comt 
mand to cooperate the work of the 
Allies. 

Naval vessels used for coast-defense 
purposes inland are now under an Army 
officer, who is in charge of that defense. 
And at the present time it would be 
very difficult, if you were to be in 
charge, we will say, of the particular 
coast defenses from New York to Flor- 
ida, for you would have dual com- 
manders all the way through. 

Your fixed defenses at a place like 
Ft. Monroe, and at New York, is under 
command of an Army officer. In be- 
tween these it is under the command 
of a naval officer. How long is he 
going to be responsible, and when is 
the responsibility going to fall on the 
Army officer? You could not tell until 
the matter came up. 

Therefore, we take the general posi- 
tion under these conditions that divided 
responsibility should cease, and that 
so long as the coast defenses are under 
Army, all elements, whether patrol ves- 
sels or naval vessels, so long as doing 
that particular work for which the 
Army is responsible, should be under 
the command of an Army officer. 

Suppose we considered that if we put 
in fixed defenses along our coasts we 
could do away with Army, Navy, air- 
craft, and were going to lock ourselves 
up in the country, we would put in 
fixed defenses that would take care of 
the protection of our shores. Suppose 
from Maine to Florida we were to put 
in batteries of big guns, and have them

Navy Orders New Planes 


‘THE Navy Department this week let 

contracts for 168 engines and 152 
planes at a cost of $4,172,949, it has 
been announced.

tor Co., 36; the Consolidated Aircraft 
Corporation, 51 training planes; the 
Chance Vought Corporation, 42 single- 
float observation planes; the Wright 
Aeronautical Corporation, 132 Wright 
Cyclone engines; and the Pratt and 
Whitney Aircraft Corporation, 36 
Pratt and Whitney Hornet engines. 


Offer A. C. Post Sites 


THE Secretary of War has received 
the offer of the city of Alameda, 
Calif., to provide the Army Air Corps 
with 311 acres of land in that city 
as a site for a West Coast Air Depot. 
The offer is subject, however, to the 
approval of the voters of the city. 

He also has received the offer of the 
supervisors of Marin County, Calif., 
to provide over 700 acres of land as a 
location for a tactical group. 

In view of the fact that the es- 
tablishment of an air depot and a tac- 
tical group in the San Francisco Bay 
District has been under consideration 
by the War Department for two years, 
these offers are of interest.

that these guns can be fired effectively 
and accurately at a range of a hundred 
miles. If you had that condition cer- 
tainly no fleet would attempt to come 
within the distance of one hundred 
miles, 

Now, if we had an adequate air force 
today you should be able to carry out 
that same problem exactly. In other 
words, with air mobility you could have 
a big air force concentrated here, in the 
vicinity of Washington, which could 
be made available and operating off 
the coast of Maine within six hours. 
In the same way it could be operating 
off the coast of Florida. In other words, 
if we consider our bombardment as a 
gun throwing a 2,000-pound or 4,000- 
pound projectile, it would be just the 
same as though you could pick up a 
16-inch gun and shoot 100 miles, and 
you could take it to Florida or to 
Maine in from four to six hours. So 
your air forces carry out exactly what 
I described there for fixed defenses, 
if you had put them in that way. Due 
to this great mobility, and to the speed 
that you have, you could throw the 
projectile, so to speak, or the bomb, 
anywhere, from any section of the coast. 

Now, I brought out the other day a 
point that I should like to repeat again, 
why you can have a small standing 
Army. Until air forces came into be- 
ing, ground forces placed on the defense 
where they could attack a position 
from behind barriers or behind forti- 
fied points, could hold off a besieging 
force, we will say, for a certain length 
of time, even though the besieging 
force might be two or three of four 
times as big as the defending force. 
During that period you could go ahead 
and build up your ground forces with 
any reserves, the National Guard, and 
so on. 

I also mentioned the fact that so far 
as history is concerned you find that 
usually there is a period of 10 days 
to two weeks after the declaration of 
war before the navies come in contact, 
so that you have usually had some time 
in which to do something. But since 
we considered that navies would come 
in contact in event of outbreak of war, 
we tried to have the Navy ready to 
fight whenever war should be declared. 

Now, in view of developments, if 
your air force is not ready on the out- 
break of war, and certainly we will 
find that the first part of your armed 
forces to come in conflict is going to 
be your air forces, you will be in a 
bad way. And they are going to come 
in conflict within a few hours of the 
declaration of war,

“The Army Air Corps has felt that 
a flight from the East Coast to the 
West Coast and return could be accom- 
plished within a period of thirty-six 
hours, and designated Capt. Ross Hoyt, 
who is known for his excellent work in 
connection with the refueling of the 
Question Mark, to accomplish this 
flight, in order to demonstrate the mo- 
bility of aircraft over long distances. 

“Capt. Hawks conclusively proved 
the Army’s contention that the United 
States could be twice spanned within 
thirty-six hours, and therefore, the 
Army has canceled its projected flight 
on July second and heartily congratu- 
lates Captain Hawks.” 





As a result of death crashes in the 
metropolitan area within the past few 
weeks, a movement has gained ground 
to bar all stunt fiying over Long Island 
and the metropolitan section of New 
York. 





Experiments in dusting areas badly 
affected by mosquitoes with an airplane 
have been found successful in Haiti, 
according to a report to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from Consul Sam- 
uel W. Honaker, Pourt-au-Prince. 

An airplane and pilot of the United 
States Marine Corps were employed in 
the experiments, the first of which 
dusted in the vicinity of St. Louis du 
Sud, where a mixture, by weight, of 
33 1-3 per cent of Paris green and 
66 2-3 per cent of lime was employed. 
The amount used averaged about one 
pound to the acre. The second opera- 
tion consisted of dusting the rice fields 
near Bailey’s Beach, which is approxi- 
mately five miles to the west of Port- 
au-Prince. The same mixture was em- 
ployed. The Haitian Government is 
said not to be contemplating at the 
present time the purchase of an air- 
plane for use in connection with this 
work; and it is believed highly prob- 
able that expenditures for hand dust- 
ing machines will be small. 





The business people of the Philip- 
pines have come to realize the import- 
ance and value of air communications 
in inter-island business. A flying club 
has been organized in Manila and will 
in time take in the Islands. As in 
years gone by the Engineers and the 
Signal Corps opened up the Islands, 
now it is the Air Corps which is giv- 
ing its assistance in the problems that 
arise in selecting landing fields and 
advice in other technical matters. 





Contracts for new aviation engines, 
involving an expenditure of approxi- 
mately $2,000,000, have been approved 
by Assistant Secretary of War for 
Aviation Davison, as a result of which 
the Army Air Corps will receive 180 
“Wasp” engines, manufactured by 
Pratt & Whitney, which is a division 
of the United Aircraft and Transport 
Company; 65 D-12-E engines, manufac- 
tured by the Curtiss Company, and 54 
Wright J-6 engines. The “Wasps” are 
500 h. p. air-cooled engines, super- 
charged, and will be used in pursuit 
type airplanes. The D-12-E’s will be 
used in observation type planes, and 
the J-6’s, 300 h. p., in transport planes. 
The “Wasp” and J-6 type engines are 
air-cooled, and the D-12-E’s are water- 
cooled.

Company will cost $1,141,052.79; those

Lyon Village, Va., is to be “attacked 
by air” this evening, it was learned 
from Maj.

The three anti-aircraft batteries of 
the Coast Artillery are to be attacked 
by Army Air Corps planes from Boll- 
ing Field.

Crosley Assumes Command 
N a picturesque ceremony held July 


1 at the Great Lakes Naval Train- 
Station, characterized by the naval 
formalities and honors prescribed for 
such an occasion, Rear Adm. Walter 
S. Crosley, assumed command of that 
institution and of the Ninth Naval Dis- 
trict, being the twelfth officer to re- 
ceive this assignment. 

The scene was an impressive one as 
the officers and enlisted men, garbed 
in their white uniforms, were as- 
sembled on the parade ground to meet 
their new commander. 

Capt. David W. Bagley, U. S. Navy, 
who has been Acting Commandant at 
Great Lakes since the detachment of 
Rear Adm. Thomas T. Craven, on April 
29, formally relinquished this post and 
resumed his regular duties as As- 
sistant Commandant of the Ninth Na- 
val District. Rear Adm. Crosley then 
read the orders directing him to as- 
sume command of the Ninth Naval 
District and of the Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station. The Senior Officer’s 
pennant was lowered from the flag- 
staff on the tower of the Administra- 
tion Building. In its place was hoisted 
the two-starred Admiral’s flag to the 
accompaniment of a salute of thirteen 
guns. 

In a brief address to the officers and 
men, Rear Adm. Crosley expressed 
gratification at the assignment he had 
received, outlined his policies and made 
an appeal for a continuance of the 
efficient cooperation that had been ex- 
tended to his predecessor.

[HE sudden death of Col. Elijah B. 

Martindale, Jr., 6th C. A., at Ft. 
Winfield Scott, Calif., on June 20, no- 
tice of which appeared in the last is- 
sue of the Journal came as a great 
shock to his associates and many 
friends. Appgrently in the best of 
health early in the day, he was seized 
with a severe attack of angina pec- 
toris in the mid afternoon, to which 
he succumbed. 

Col. Martindale was commanding the 
Harbor Defenses of San Francisco at 
the time of his death. General Or- 
ders No. 9, of June 24, contain the 
following testimonial of the high re- 
gard in which he was held by his com- 
mand: “With the passing of Colonel 
Martindale this command suffers a 
great loss. His justice, quick grasp, 
and soundness of decision gained him 
esteem as a soldier. His personal con- 
cern for the human interests of those 
under him, his ready appreciation of 
the efforts and undertaking of the lim- 
itations of his subordinates, and his 
cheerfulness in the face of every dif- 
ficulty, won him the faith, respect, and 
affection of all. We have lost a good 
friend and able chief.” 

Prior to shipment of the body to 
Indianapolis, Ind., for interment there, 
funeral services were held at Ft. Win- 
field Scott on June 25. The military 
escort consisted of the active battal- 
ions each of the 6th C. A. and 63rd 
Cc. A. (AA), both from the Harbor 
Defenses of San Francisco, forming a 
composite regiment. The pall bearers 
were six sergeants from the 6th C. A., 
his own regiment, and the honorary 
pall bearers were the two regimental 
commanders and the officers of the Har- 
bor Defense Staff. : :

He graduated from 
Culver Military Academy in 1895 and 
served in the 1st Indiana Artillery 
from June 13 to July 25, 1898, when 
he was commissioned in the Regular 
Army as a 2nd Lieutenant of Artil- 
lery.

pared with that accorded hospital per- 
sonnel. 

“m. That veterans are told occa- 
sionally that limited appropriations are 
responsible in part for the quantity 
and quality of the food served. 

“n. That one veteran, [. T. Josephs, 
was threatened with expulsion for 
failure to consent to an operation when 
reasonable notice of the necessity for 
the operation had no’ been given him. 

“In making the inves‘igation the of- 
ficer of the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment to whom the duty was assigned 
took the testimony of 291 witnesses, 
including Mr. Allan H. MacLean, Erie, 
Pa., and Mr. Ralph M. Dowd, Dunn, 
N. C., whose names you submitted to 
him. He encountered a strong disin- 
clination on the part of most witnesses 
to testify as to unfavorable mess and 
hospitaliza‘ion conditions, and concluded 
this disinclination was due to the su- 
perior medical and surgical treatment 
all patients were receiving, which in- 
fluenced most of them to refrain from 
criticism of minor conditions. However, 
by an indefatigable and searching in- 
quiry into all complaints and clues no 


| matter how vague, the Inspector has 





concluded that criticism of the mess 
was warranted for the following rea- 
sons: 

“a. Water was not served 
dining room. 


“b. Soup has not been given to those 
on full diet in the patients’ mess for 
several months. 

“ce. Milk for drinking purposes has 
not been furnished for more than a 
year. 

“d. Hard-boiled eggs have been 
served at breakfast, this not with the 
intention of furnishing hard-boiled eggs 
but because the cooking arrangements 
were such that by the time the eggs 
in the bottom of the large cooking 
utensils have been removed they have 
been allowed to cook beyond the soft- 
boiled stage. 

“e. So-called ‘scrambled eggs’ were 
not inviting. The eggs were not really 
scrambled but were broken and mixed 
with milk and then beaten and cooked, 
resembling egg custard more than 
scrambled eggs. 

“f. Food has not always been warm 
and only during the last few days have 
hot individual plates been used in the 
dining room. , 

“g. Because it was the understand- 
ing of the patients that only one egg 
was allowed for breakfast. This un- 
derstanding was justified because only 
one per individual was placed upon the 
tables and the patients did not under- 
stand that they might obtain another 
egg upon request. 

“h. Because hot cakes and toast are 
not hot when served in the mess. With 
a large mess of this kind it is doubted 
that this is practicable. 

“j, Because jellies and jams are not 
being served in the mess. 

“As to all other complaints afore- 
listed, the Inspector has reached the 
conclusion that they are not justified 
by the actual facts. He ascribes most 
of them to hearsay or erroneous de- 
ductions from only part of the facts. 
He concludes further, that the hospital 
is rendering a fine service to its pati- 
ents under a policy that gives equal 
consideration to all, whether military 
or Veterans Bureau patients, and in 
that conclusion I concur. 

“I have brought the deficiencies of 
the mess to the attention of the Com- 
manding General of the hospital and 
have instructed him to remedy them 
at once. While I am not sanguine there 
will be no future complaints, since the 
sick are prone to be more critical than 
the well, I am convinced the correction 
of the mess deficiencies will minimize 
their number and anticipate an im- 
provement in all matters at the hospital 
as a result of this investigation. 
shall not let the matter rest with this 
action, however, for in a short time I 
shall cause a follow-up inves.igation 
to be made in order that there shall be 
no reasonable grounds for further com- 
plaints whatsoever. 

“I appreciate your views and senti- 
ments in presenting the matter to The 
Surgeon General, and assure you of my 
personal gratification at being afforded 
an opportunity to have conditions at the 
Walter Reed Hospital examined into 
with the thoroughness which charac- 
terized this investigation and wich re- 
sults which should resound to the bene- 
fit of all its patients”.

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Financial Digest 

HEAT prices may be reasonably 

expected during the next few years 
to fluctuate a a lower level than in the 
past few years, according to G. M.-P. 
Murphy and Co., in a recent issue of A 
Fortnightly Review. In discussing the 
outlook the Review states: 

As to the immediate outlook, the 
Department of Commerce estimates in- 
dicate a somewhat larger winter wheat 
crop than iast year while private esti- 
mates indicate a reduction in the United 
States spring wheat crop more than 
offseiting the winter wheat increase. 
Canada may have a slightly larger 
acreage than last season, but last sea- 
son’s yield exceeded by three bushels 
an acre the five-year average yield. An 
average yield would mean a reduction 
of some 100 million bushels in the Can- 
adian crop as compared with 1928, 
while weather conditions in Canada to 
date have been sufficiently unfavorable 
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to make a less than average yield a dis- 
tinet possibility. 

Over the next few years it seems 
reasonable to expect that wheat prices 
may fluctuate at a lower lever than 
they have in the past few years, until 
world demand has an opportunity to 
imcrease enough to absorb the evi- 
dently greater supplies. Years of sub- 
normal yield doubtless will'recur, re- 
sulting in higher prices to the primary 
benefit of those regions enjoying av- 
erage production for the particular sea- 
son. Meanwhile low prices should 
stimulate the growing European con- 
sumption, evidently based on an im- 
proving standard of living.

plane was in existence capable of car- 
rying the torpedo required. 

: “No torpedo was known or in ex- 
istence that would practically and suc- 
cessfully sustain the shock of dropping 
from an aeroplane at the minimum 
speed of aeroplane flight, or from an 
altitude safe for the plane and aviator 
(Rec. p. 185); and improved torpedoes 
were required in order that they might 
be successfully launched from aero- 
planes (Rec. p. 137; p. 315 et seq; p. 
326, 332). It has taken a number of 
years of experimental work subsequent 
to the date of plaintiff’s patent to pro- 
duce a torpedo capable of practical 
operation by launching from an aero- 
plane (Rec. pp. 333-334, et seq; p. 341). 

“No torpedo was known at the date 
of plaintiff’s patent, or ever known 
since, that had a starting-lever actuat- 
ed in the forward direction. 

“All the cost, charges and expense 
required and expended for developing 
and making practical the conception of 
carrying on and launching from aero- 
planes of automobile submarine tor- 
pedoes have been borne and defrayed 
by the United States, including the pro- 
vision of the aeroplanes, the torpedoes, 
tools, appliances, machinery, material, 
services of skilled designers, aviators, 
mechanics and experts, extending over 
several years. 

“At the close of the evidence the de- 
fendant renewed certain motions made 
earlier in the case and then overruled. 
As a matter of precaution the clerk 
will be directed to make an entry over- 
ruling each of these motions with an 
exception in favor of the defendant. 
The defendant moved for judgment on 
the ground: 

“Ist. That there is no cause of ac- 
tion against the defendants. 

“2nd. That the court is without ju- 
risdiction because the Government is 
the real party in interest. 

“3rd. Because all the expense, cost 
and labor of developing the invention 
to a practical condition so far as it has 
been developed to a practical condition 
was borne entirely by the Government 
wherefore the Government has the 
usual shop right or license. 

“4th. That the invention is not the 
property of the plaintiff, but the prop- 
erty of the Government under the rule 
of master and servant in Gill vs. Unit- 
ed States, 

“5th. That no infringement has been 
shown.”

Whereas a body of infantry moving by 
“muscle” power of man and beast cov- 
ers an average of 12 to 20 miles a day 
on a march it is estimated that a 
motorized body should move between 
50 and 100 miles a day. 

Again, a motorized body of infantry 
reaching the scene of action would be 
fresh physically and mentally instead 
of nearly exhausted from marching with 
a heavy pack. Also there would be 
no animals to care for and put into 
shelter. 

Another advantage would be the us- 
ing of motor equipment to keep sup- 
plies moving to the troops, thus ob- 
viating the difficulty frequently met 
with in the last war of having to stop 
advances while the troops awaited sup- 
plies. Infantry thus using its own 
vehicles to bring supplies to its posi- 
tion would be more quickly supplied 
and also would be enabled to draw such 
supplies from a much larger territory 
than if they had to be brought by man 
and beast power.
